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LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


In the past several months there have 
been many many articles in Precision 
Shooting on how to encourage people to try 
benchrest. The majority of these articles 
have made valid points on doing this. It is a 
foregone fact that, if we wish to continue 
benchrest at its present rate or present 
some kind of growth, we must reach a larger 
segment of gun enthusiasts. Below are a 
few suggestions on how to reach these po- 
tential IBS/NBRSA members. 

Since 1976 | have been a-subscriber to 
Precision Shooting and a member of IBS. | 
have noticed that in our organization there 
is a wealth of knowledge and talent. Many 
articles published in Precision Shooting 
could and should be read by sportsmen 
other than benchrest shooters and their 
friends. This would only be possible if Preci- 
sion Shooting would become a more nation- 
ally syndicated publication, therefore reach- 
ing a wider audience. 

The most recent article that comes to 
mind is “The Zortman Prairie Dog War” by 
Boyd Mace. Mr. Mace’s story was equal to 
any | have read in other more widely syndi- 
cated publications. This article does prove 
that precision equipment equal to benchrest 
specifications is in the hands of the general 
public. Now it is our goal to entice these 
sportsmen into our ranks. Alex Maresh’s 
letter to the editor, Sept PS, introduces a 
unique target to accomplish this. 


The live varmint shooter probably has 
very little enthusiasm to set down and shoot 
a normal benchrest target. But if we can 
give him a likeness of what he normally 
shoots, maybe we've got him. Here’s where 
the talent of IBS/NBRSA members needs to 
be utilized. Where are the graphic artists, 
designers, printers, advertisers, etc. that 
can turn a viable idea into reality? Who 
knows, maybe we will start another seg- 
ment within IBS/NBRSA! 

Once we have a live varmint target, the 
local IBS/NBRSA ranges should hold 
matches. At these matches the only com- 
petitors would be NON-Benchrest Shooter. 
Therefore giving the Benchrest Shooters 
the opportunity to run the matches, pro- 
mote the sport, and teach the participants. 

Since Mr. Brennan’s efforts with Preci- 
sion Shooting has produced a fine maga- 
zine, maybe PS and IBS could place some 
complementary copies in Sporting Goods 
Stores. This would be impossible to do ona 
nation-wide basis, but a few selected stores 
would be a good indicator of the interest in 
precision shooting and equipment. The PS 
subscribers could contact their local estab- 
lishment an offer this service. He/she would 
then be responsible to place the copies in 
this store and follow-up with a report to Mr. 
Brennan on the interest. 

Why not have IBS/NBRSA members hold 
clinics during the winter? These informa-

tional schools could teach cleaning tech- 
niques, reloading procedures, condition 
doping, case preparations, sighting scopes, 
etc. These would be advertised as an IBS/ 
NBRSA Workshop. Therefore introducing 
the sport and the knowledge and the talents 
of its members. These could be held in your 
basement workshop, your backyard, 
sportsman club, church basement, any- 
where you like. (Mr. Brennan’s house!) 

Benchrest, as we know it and as a lot of 
people have stated, is not for everyone. 
Many are constantly writing about the cost 
of benchrest, this however, is not the way to 
promote our sport. No hobby is cheap! As 
the presidents of IBS and NBRSA can sub- 
stantiate, we are all losing members. The 
new coverage of live varmint sport and 
single-shot competitions in Precision 
Shooting are a good indication that cost is 
not a factor in shooting. It is now the goal of 
IBS/NBRSA to inform these sportsmen of 
the excitement, fun, and advantages of 
benchrest shooting. 

The time for talk is just about over. The of- 
ficers of IBS/NBRSA and the range direc- 
tors cannot do it all. They are normal people 
like us that hold jobs, have families, and 
want to shoot, too. Therefore, the member- 
ship of both organizations must be willing to 
help promote benchrest.

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NEW SHOOTERS IN BENCHREST 


(LETTER #1) 
Dear Dave, 

I'd like to put in my two cents worth on the 
discussion on attracting new shooters to 
benchrest. | am not a competitive benchrest 
shooter; | compete in NRA highpower, as 
well as smallbore rifle matches. It is my opin- 
ion, however, that benchrest does have the 
potential to attract many times the partici- 
pants that are drawn to my two present 
fields of interest. To do so, the sport needs 
to be streamlined a bit, and made less intimi- 
dating to the potential participants. | would 
throw out the following for serious consider- 
ation... 

1.) Shoot one gun only. | can see no bene- 
fit to shooting a 102 Ib. gun, and a 13% Ib. 
gun, chambered for the same cartridge, at 
the same distance. (Editor: An interesting 
observation, surely. If the gentleman feels 
that this is ALMOST duplication . . . some 
time we are going to have to get his 
thoughts on firing the same gun TWICE .. . 
Calling it a sporter in the morning . . . a light 
varmint in the afternoon . . . and [most im- 
pressive of all aspects of this] . . . being able 
tolook the neophyte in the eye. . . while say- 
ing ... “Whaddya mean, it doesn’t make 
much sense?”). This is an unnecessary 
complication and expense. Select one 
weight limit, allow any caliber, and that’s it. 
Have separate rail gun matches for those 
who like to play with such toys, but without 
any obligation to compete in same. 

2.) Install an NRA type classification sys- 
tem. Let shooter’s ABILITY, not their 
EQUIPMENT, dictate whom they compete 
against. As a lawyer | see people push, 
twist, stretch, and distort rules every day 
(Editor: Of course the lawyers are not part of 
the “twist, stretch, and distort rules” proc- 
ess; they are merely interested observers). 
Generally this results in higher, not lower, 
expense. Who cares what the shooter 
spent on his rifle if he can’t shoot to its capa- 
bility? Some may worry about “sandbag- 
ging”, but | personally have never seen a 
competitor intentionally shoot a bad score in 
order to remain in a lower classification. The 
ego boost of stepping up is too much to re- 
sist; it is, in fact, what drives most novices 
on. 

3.) Keep the matches to one day. The 
young shooter, raising a family, working all 
week, just can’t take off for the whole week- 
end often enough to make the expense 
worthwhile. From the viewpoint of “ideal”, 
you should be able to start the match at 8:00 
am, be through by 3:00 pm, and have the 
competitors home for dinner. This will re- 
quire more “club” matches, but if they will 
work a bit at publicity and halfway attractive 
prizes and awards, they will carry it off... 
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and the clubs are the life blood of the sportin 
any event. 

4.) The complete dominance of the 6PPC 
is a turn off to many would-be competitors 
(myself included) who view benchrest as the 
ultimate world of the experimenter and the 
researcher. A remark overheard recently 
was the opinion that if wind flags were to be 
banned at the matches, you would see a 
whole new crop of cartridges evolve in the 
sport, as the shooter began looking for a 
cartridge/bullet combo that would give them 
alittle ballistic help in overcoming wind read- 
ing deficiencies. 

The potential of the sport of benchrest is 
tremendous. Itis also pretty much untapped 
and unexploited. The benchrest shooter 
does not have to sweat and toil in a heavy 
shooting jacket all day long. Ranges are 
short enough to be located fairly close to 
most population centers (and let me tell you, 
our 600 yard ranges are getting very scarce, 
and very far apart). Strong or frail, young or 
old, can compete without too much of a 
physical-viewpoint handicap. Above all, the 
chance to compete, experiment, and learn 
...all at once . . . is enormously appealing. 
You have to build participation in the sport 
from the bottom ... and that is the local 
club. These changes will make the club 
matches simpler, cheaper, and more acces- 
sible to more shooters. | know that some of 
these changes may be unpalatable to the 
sport’s veterans, but! urge you to give them 
some thought, maybe try a couple of local 
matches, and see if you feel that they could 
build participation without unduly altering 
the character of the sport.

(LETTER #2) 

| have been struggling to keep my mouth 
shut on this subject for along time but | feel it 
is time to express my opinion. The subject 
deals with how to interest new shooters in 
the benchrest game. Obviously with all the 
letters that have been written to Precision 
Shooting lately there exists a tremendous 
interest in how to expand the sport. | be 
darned if | understand what the problem is. 
There are thousands of shooters out there 
in the wilderness who would like to compete 
but can’t or don’t want to invest the bucks 
and time to shoot competitively in 
benchrest. | don’t blame them. Besides re- 
quiring a healthy investment they have to go 
up against the best the first time they sit 
down at arelay. Nary achance of winning. | 
am inclined to believe that the hullabaloo of 
figuring out new classes for these people is 
just hullabaloo. 


What these shooters want is a chance to 
compete. If that means using their varmint 
rifles or even their deer rifles then they 
should be given that chance. There exists in 
the heart of every varmint hunter a lust to 
see what Old Betsy will do against other 
shooters toting similar equipment. He also 
wants a chance to win something, a trophy 
to hang on the wall to show his buddies and 
his kids. In my neck of the woods there ex- 
ists no organized benchrest matches. The 
local ranges occasionally hold fun matches 
where prizes and trophies are awarded. 
Anyone showing up with anything remotely 
resembling a benchrest rifle is politely 
turned away. Otherwise it is pretty much 
“shoot what you brung”. To use a different 
example many of the drag strips across the 
country have (generally on Friday nights) 
open racing where it is again “run what you 
brung”. They don’t have much problem at- 
tracting a lot of people out for these events. 
A lot of these racers go on to compete in the 
more competitive classes. 

Benchrest clubs have the finest facilities 
in the country for shooting. The average Joe 
would love to have a chance to use those fa- 
cilities in some sort of competition and rub 
shoulders with the elite of benchrest shoot- 
ers. He also wants to learn as much as pos- 
sible from the accuracy nuts in the 
benchrest fraternity without having to com- 
pete with them. If benchrest clubs would 
spend a little time catering to the wants and 
needs of these shooters they would have lit- 
tle trouble recruiting new members into the 
fold. 

The other thing that scares away new 
shooters is something that someone else 
has mentioned, that is the equipment race. 
Average Joe wants to shoot what he al- 
ready has and not have to spend big bucks 
on new equipment every year to be compet- 
itive. He certainly wants a chance to win. It 
appears to me that the benchrest communi- 
ty is getting hung up on RULES. Too many 
rules is just what is keeping away new 
shooters. | do not see how it should be much 
of a problem to adopt a few loose classes 
where old Average Joe can bring out his fac- 
tory varmint rifle and compete with others 
like himself. Believe me there are thousands 
of varmint hunters and casual shooters out 
there just itching for the chance. They also 
are interested in having a little fun, not hav- 
ing to sweat blood just to be competitive. 
And last but not least they bring in a lot of in- 
come to the club as well as a lot of good pub- 
licity. 

Now having expressed my opinion on the 
subject | promise to keep my mouth shut 
from now on.

ALLEN BENCH 


Dear Dave, 

I’m writing on the question that you posed 
to the readership in the October issue, on 
page #38. 

| cannot identify the bearded shooter . . . 
but | CAN say with certainty that he is not 
using a Lyman turret press as you say he 
is. 

He is loading with THE “in” press of 
benchrest shooter in those days... a “Red 
Head”, made by C.C. Johnson, of 
Thackery, Ohio. This is a nice little press 
and has advantages over the Lyman, in that 
the turret die plate revolves freely, com- 
pared to the Lyman, which indexes off the 
post. There is a pin (just visible behind the 
cartridge case in the photo) that rises with 
the shellholder, and which engages a hole in 
the turret plate, and aligns the die with the 
shell holder very exactly. It also has three 
die stations, versus the four in the Lyman 
press. 

| Know very little about Mr. Johnson ex- 
cept that he was a builder of Wildcat varmint 
rifles in those days. (Editor: Charles C. 
Johnson was active in the early days of var- 
mint shooing, when the .22 Hornet, .218 
Bee, and R-2 Lovell were all the rage. He 
was a .22 caliber specialist, and was active 
with re-lined barrels, using the popular Diller 
insert of the day. Mr. Johnson is pictured on 
page #283 of the C.S. Landis book “Twen- 
ty Two Caliber Varmint Rifles”. He was well 
regarded as a varmint rifle gunsmith in his 
day (1935-1950), using primarily single shot 
actions. | remember having a hard time ob- 
taining one of his Read Head presses. Mine 
is marked with two numbers; “1974”, which 
| believe to be a serial number; and “1955”, 
which | think is the year of manufacture. 
There is a photo of C.C. Johnson on page 
#65 of the 1947 book “Wildcat Cartridges” 
by Richard Simmons. The Red Head press 
is pictured, and well described, on page 
#298 of that same book.

In fact | 
made that whole rifle; except for the barrel, 
of course. The lady shooting next to her is 
Bernice McMullen, who used to be the sec- 
retary of the NBRSA. (Editor: To correct an 
error, page #39, thatis not Ruth McMillan in 
the 1955 group photo, but rather Bernice 
McMullen. Sorry for the misidentification). 

A little story on who started the idea of 
“drawing for benches”. When we started 
shooting, in 1951, Edith noticed that certain 
shooters always got the number one bench 
at Dubois, and Johnstown. Both benches 
were relatively protected from the wind... 
at Johnstown by a row of trees, and at 
Dubois by a high bank. While not popular, as 
an idea, with the shooters at large . . . they 
just accepted the fact that this was “the way 
things are”. Not Edith. She promptly went 
off looking for Ed McNalley who was then 
NBRSA President, and demanded to know 
why we didn’t draw for benches. Well, old 
Ed just about swallowed his chewing tobac- 
co... this was going to accept certain ele- 
ments of the “insiders” . . . specifically the 
ones perched on those preferred benches. 
None the less, in fairness to the gentleman, 
he came to think it was a good idea, and 
backed it. Bob Hart became involved in the 
matter ... which had folks all agitated, on 
both sides of the argument . . . and helped 
to “put it through”. 

The fellow who had previously always 
had bench one got his nose all out of joint 
over this, and shortly thereafter dropped out 
of the benchrest game. | suspect you would 
know who this was, David. (Editor: Yes, the 
gentleman came from Maine).

JIM COFFIN ON GUNSTOCKS 
AND GUNSTOCK MATERIALS 


(Editor: Those wishing to see a singularly 
handsome custom rifle, if they will turn to 
pages 12 and 13 of the current November- 
December issue of Rifle Magazine, will find 
a striking example of Jim Coffin’s work. . .a 
9.3 x 62mm rifle, with California English wal- 
nut, and 24 lines per inch checkering). 


| think there may be a number of readers 
of Precision Shooting who are interested in 
hunting arms as well as benchrest rifles. | 
know that benchrest includes hunting and 
varmint categories. | believe there may be 
some competitors who use one rifle for 
punching holes in both paper and game, 
large or small. Most benchrest rifles today 
are not made up on wooden stocks. Many 
hunting rifles are made with synthetic 
stocks, but wood is still the usual material 
for sporting rifles. Without exception, wood 
will be the medium used for stocks for the 
nicer rifles and shotguns. 

| imagine that at one time or another, 
every species of wood that God has put on 
this green earth was used by someone to 
fashion a stock for their rifle or shotgun. This 
because of necessity, or by desire. Monty 
Kennedy, probably the most respected of 
modern stockmakers, fashioned his first 
gunstock from 2 pieces of pine glued to- 
gether. The basic fact is — a gunstock is 
merely a handle to hold the working metal 
parts. 

However there is more to the matter. | am 
sure that readers of Precision Shooting are 
aware of the influence of Warren Page in the 
early benchrest movement. Mr. Page was a 
multi-faceted gent and showed a bit of dis- 
crimination with his statement that — “A 
true hunting arm should be both effective 
and artistic.” One of the more recent gun

writers, one who | tend to hearken to more 
than any other, is Finn Aagaard. Mr. 
Aagaard has many years of Professional 
hunting and is a most serious user of guns. 
He is straight forward and appears to have 
no bias. My guess would be that he is not in- 
terested in more than your average factory 
bolt rifle, as this is what he refers to in his 
writings. | was a bit surprised when he re- 
cently wrote — “A rifle is much more than a 
tool.” This opinion | have held (and voiced) 
for many years. 

Any gun — rifle, pistol or shotgun — is 
special and should be so treated. The man- 
ner in which some folks treat (read mistreat) 
their firearms is ashame. | have noticed that 
the fellows with the nicest guns, treat them 
the best. You might suggest that this is so 
because they have a few bucks invested in 
those guns. | like to think that they have nice 
firearms because they appreciate the nicer 
things and treat them with care. No matter 
how plain or inexpensive a gun may be, it 
should receive due care. A gun, well cared 
for, will last for generations. I’m sure every- 
one has seen guns that have fired thou- 
sands of rounds, yet still are sound and in 
good operating condition, because of prop- 
er care in usage. 

Now to the subject of wooden gunstocks. 
While it is true that any stick of wood can be 
fashioned into a gunstock, some woods are 
traditionally used for this purpose. This is 
so, | believe, because through the years, 
stocksmiths have found that some woods 
are more suitable. European stockers used 
European walnuts (makes some sense 
doesn’t it?). Early smiths in this country 
used native eastern U.S. wood to fashion 
those lovely front end loaders, now re- 
nowned as the Pennsylvania-Kentucky rifle. 
The wood that they had locally, ones that 
filled the bill best, were the hard sugar ma- 
ples (acer saccharum), black cherry (prunus 
serotina) and black walnut (juglans nigra). 
These were found throughout most of the 
eastern portion of the U.S., and proved to 
be the best of all the available woods. Both

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the black cherry and the hard maple (as vs. 
the west coast big leaf maple, (acer 
macrophyllum, which is very soft) are 
dense, with small pores and good fiber 
strength. The grain in both is rather sub- 
dued, and itis not difficult to find a blank with 
excellent grain layout. The native black wal- 
nut varies a great deal, from very plain, open 
pored wood to very dense, brilliantly figured 
crotch and stump wood. Long rifles should 
be stocked with wood which has straight 
grain throughout the forend. That long 
forend is no place for squirrely grained 
wood! 

Let me give you my rationale on the quali- 
ties that | think are important in a piece of 
wood to be considered for a gunstock. If the 
wood does not have proper grain flow, it 
should never be considered, no matter how 
nice it may appear to the eye! However, 
grain flow in a two piece stock is far less criti- 
cal than in a one piece stock. Once we have 
decided that the grain flow is right, we need 
to look at four factors. Firstly, and by far the 
most important in my mind, is stability. If that 
piece of wood is going to move around 
through the years, it will not hold zero and is 
going to raise hell with accuracy. This is the 
main argument in favor of using a synthetic 
gunstock. The synthetics are inert materials 
and do not shrink, swell, twist or other bad 
things. However, it is my opinion that a prop- 
er piece of wood, properly bedded and 
properly sealed. makes a very suitable 
stock for a sporting arm and can be used 
under any condition. It is quite handsome 
and feels good in the hands and on the face! 
Secondly, | believe we want a piece of wood 
which is strong but not heavy. This rules out 
woods such as oak, fir, osage orange (and 
should rule out mesquite, but some folks 
just have to have something different!). In 
recent years it seems that a lot of folks like 
to talk about a light weight mountain rifle. A 
.30-'06 that weighs but 6-6/2#. | think 
these guys must be opposed to carrying 
anything heavier than their hat! It has been 
my experience that light rifles do not hold 
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steadily, nor do they shoot as well as a rifle 
of suitable weight. Certainly we do not want 
to carry excess weight up those steep 
slopes, but very light rifles (particularly in the 
magnum cartridges) just do not make sense 
to me. | think in terms of working guns and 
not conversation pieces. Our third area of 
concern is a factor that is more important to 
the stocker than to the customer/user 
(maybe they are one and the same). This is 
normally spoken of a workability or 
machineablility. | think of it as honesty — 
does the wood respond to a sharp cutting 
edge or scraper as | think and expect it to? 
Some woods are sheer joy to work, others 
can give you fits. When trying to get that 
perfect inletting job, it is no fun to have a 
stick of wood which is not honest with you. 
And the real test of the character of the 
wood, is when you are finishing the job with 
fine line checkering. Lastly, and the factor 
that | believe is. of most importance, is eye 
appeal. Get a suitable stick of wood with 
good grain layout and then throw in a lot of 
figure and color, and suddenly you are in the 
high rent district! Fairly decent stock wood 
can be obtained for about $100, plus or 
minus. Exhibition stuff will fetch $2000 and 
up. True, the high priced stuff may be very 
nice wood, but the price is based on eye ap- 
peal. Some exhibition wood is not really 
suitable for a working gun in my opinion. 
Now don’t get me wrong — | much prefer to 
work with nice wood — after all, it will make 
a nicer looking rifle or shotgun in the end. 
But, you do not need extra fancy wood in a 
working gun and many times, plain wood 
will do the job better. 

When you consider all four of these fac- 
tors, the one wood which is at or near the 
top in all four categories is juglans regia. 
Royal walnut, or what we commonly call En- 
glish walnut. Commercial orchardists may 
refer to it as thin shell walnut or white walnut 
(the bark is very white compared to the dark 
bark on black walnut). It is indeed royal, and 
even a relatively poor piece is better than 
most other blanks. Encyclopaedia sources 
say regia originated in China or Persia. It 
has been introduced all over the world, 
wherever conditions would permit cultiva- 
tion. Circassian, French, Turkish, Moroc- 
can, Italian, Spanish, English. Australian, 
New Zealand or California English — call it 
what you will, but to the botanist or horticul- 
turist, it is regia. Different conditions in cli- 
mate, soil nutrients, moisture, etc., all effect 
the growth rate and the color and grain defi-

nition, giving it regional characteristics. 
Generally it can be said that the slower the 
growth rate, the better the resultant quality 
of the wood. 

Native black walnut is generally porous 
and except in the case of crotch or stump 
wood, has little figure of note. Claro walnut 
(j. hindsii) is very similar to black walnut in 
fiber structure but may be even more open 
pored. Generally, black is native to the east- 
ern U.S., while claro is native to the west 
coast. Claro in the better grades will have in- 
tense fiddleback and wild colors. Very 
gaudy and appeals to the folks who like 
painted ladies! | once was told by a Califor- 
nia wood vendor, when | asked the differ- 
ence between black and claro, “if it has 
more than 2 colors, | call it claro”. 

Bastogne walnut (Paradox) is the cross 
of English and claro. It tends to have the fa- 
vorable characteristics of both parents — 
the grain structure of English and the 
fiddleback and colors of claro. However, it 
also tends to be somewhat heavy, and if you 
are looking for a light rifle, it may not be your 
best choice. For a shoulder bumper (mag- 
num), it is ideal. 

Native black cherry and hard maple are 
somewhat plain in appearance, except for 
the fiddle back in maple. Both species can 
be stained, scorched or otherwise color and 
figure accentuated. They are quite satisfac- 
tory for a gunstock, being strong and dura- 
ble. Various fruit woods, such as apple 
(malus) and pear (pyrus) are also suitable for 
a gunstock, but they usually have little to 
titiiate the eye (that word may wake some 
folks up a bit). Many of the factory stocks 
today are made of such woods as birch, 


beech, elm, etc. These woods are very 
bland but are being cosmetically enhanced 
to look like exhibition stuff. Woe unto you 
when you try to repair a scratch or refinish! 

A fellow looking at the blanks on my table 
at a gunshow asked if the wood sold by the 
board foot, as at alumber yard. | responded 
that it sold by the caret, as at a jewelry store! 
Gunstock wood is not just your run of the 
mill wood, and are priced accordingly. You 
may see a large slab of wood which will not 
have even one good gunstock blank in it. 
Now everyone who has been around the 
block more than a couple of times, knows 
that regia is the pick of the litter, and there 
goes the price out of sight! 

Probably the best source of gunstock 
wood is from one of the several semi-inlet 
manufacturers. They are located near the 
source of the wood (funny how that works!). 
Lots of good wood grows in the river valleys 
of the east coast and mid-west. Both Bish- 
op & Son and Reinhart Fajen are located in 
Warsaw, Mo. California is an excellent 
source of good wood. H&H Smallarms 
(Yuba City) and Richards Micro-Fit (Sun 
Valley) have good selections. All advertise 
nationally, and have patterns for almost any 
gun ever made. They can provide a semi- 
inlet or blank for a very reasonable price. If 
you have even average ability with chisel 
and rasp and sandpaper, you can make the 
stock of a lifetime. It is in the desire to do a 
good job, that the quality work is produced. 
Get on with it!

Dear Dave and Interested Bench Rest 
Shooters: 

Others besides myself have been getting 
excited about the results and returns of for- 
mally fire (pressure) lapping a rifle or pistol 
barrel. L. C. Brown of United States Prod- 
ucts, a large abrasives manufacturer, also 
of Gold Medallion fame, has offered to do- 
nate 100 kits of abrasives graded according 
to my recommendations for me to distribute 
at no charge, other than postage. There will 
be five levels of grit: 220 SC (silicon carbide), 
400 SC, 800 SC, 38-1200 and Green 
Rouge. 

Dave, | feel so strongly about the contri- 
bution of the P-wads to the pressure lapping 
success that Roger and | will donate 100 
wads of appropriate caliber with each abra- 
sive kit supplied by U. S. Products. 

The complete upset and bore contact 
produced with the P-wads was very evident 
from the recovered cast bullets from the 
sawdust box. It would be a waste of effort to 
attempt to pressure lapping without them. 

The shooters have to assume all re- 
sponsibility in their use and the results 
obtained with these abrasives, as they 
are very potent in cutting metal. Reports 
back to Dave Brennan or myself for publica- 
tion on the success or failure is all that is 
asked. The higher the skill level of the shoot- 


er and reloader, the more valid the return of 
information becomes. You all will be explor- 
ing an area that is really untouched. Run- 
ning a lap through an assembled rifle, in one 
direction, and under pressure should be the 
ultimate in final precision results. 

Here are some suggestions in the use and 
application of the abrasives — 

Shooters having a bore scope should be 
very concerned with this pressure lapping, 
as they will be able to see as well as feel the 
results. My own very brief experiments as a 
lone individual have been very rewarding. 
Crude production barrels became match 
barrels, match barrels became bench rest 
barrels. Now, let’s see what a bench rest 
barrel and shooter can do. 

Don’t attempt this unless you have cast 
bullet equipment to produce the soft bullets

used for slugs and bullets for laps. You also 
need a source of low density poly-wads for a 
good gas seal. Bullet mold recommenda- 
tions are simple. Plain base or GC with the 
shortest body possible in order to keep the 
bullet base and wad in the case neck. In 
other words, a single grease groove bullet. 
The make of bullet lube is not fussy, but the 
harder the lube, the better, as it is less 
messy when rolling on the abrasive. Also, 
the surplus grit can be wiped off without re- 
moving the lube from the groove. As shown 
in the photos, two flat pieces of steel are 
used to roll the abrasive into the lead bullet, 
including gas check, if used. Pressing down 
firmly while rolling back and forth charges 
the lap (bullet) so that only the imbedded 
grains remain after wiping clean for seating 
in the case. 

Remember that linotype metal is about 20 
BHN, the bullet used for slugging the barrel 
must be about 5 BHN, nearly pure lead. The 
lapping bullets can be from 10 BHN up to 20 
BHN — the softer opening the throat a little 
more, and the hard ones keeping the bore 
straight while cleaning off the tops of the 
tool marks. To date, with hundreds of 
rounds fired with abrasive, never a trace of 
leading has been found. 

Do not even attempt this pressure lap- 
ping before pushing the soft bullet through 
the bore to prove to yourself the kind of 
problem you may have. If you’re lucky 
enough to have a bore scope, the “before” 
condition can be confirmed and progress 
monitored visually. 

Now, having decided that there is a tight, 
or rough, spot to be removed from your bar- 
rel and having found a suitable bullet mold of 
that caliber, you are ready for quite an ad- 
venture. 

If possible, mike the “before” lead slug to 
ascertain the diameter of the bullet after 
passing the tight area so you can monitor 
lapping progress. 

Consult Lyman’s Cast Bullet Book for the 
lightest load for your cartridge/bullet combi- 
nation using the fastest powder. This in- 
sures getting the bullet out of the barrel 
without getting it stuck mid-way. A heavier 
load is okay, but may open the throat more 
than necessary, with the soft bullets upset- 
ting too easily. 

Soft bullets (10 BHN) work great in pres- 
sure lapping a revolver, as they clean up the 
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tool marks in the forcing cone very nicely. 

Load at least ten rounds of each grit, 
making a total of fifty rounds. If your cases 
are in short supply, use the same ten over 
—no problem. Be sure to clean and wipe off 
your cases thoroughly to prevent grit from 
damaging your sizing dies. In fact, use an 
old set of dies if you have them. 

If possible, fire your lapping rounds on tar- 
get to watch progress. It’s not necessary, 
but it is fun to watch progress. Also, fire as 
rapidly as possible so that the gun won't get 
cold between shots. We are trying to dupli- 
cate the normal environment that the gun 
will be used in. Beginning to catch on? 

You can clean the barrel between each 
ten-shot string and slug it or go two stages 
before cleaning and checking. At first, | rec- 
ommend each ten-shot stage to gain confi- 
dence. It’s a revelation how the cleaning rod 
and patch pushes through more easily after 
each stage of lapping knocks off the lumps 
and bumps of tool marks. Same with the 
soft lead bullet slugs — easier each stage. 
Trap the soft bullet slug between two clean- 
ing rods so that you can "bump it up” alittle 
and push it back and forth. When it has the 
same even drag both ways and each end, 
you're all done! It’s necessary to complete 
all five stages in order to end up with a 
smooth, slick finish. 

I’ve had some barrels that required up to 
forty rounds of the 220 grit before the tight 
area was reduced at the breach end. The 
finer grit just won’t take out the really rough 
spots. After using ten round of each grit, sel- 
dom is more than a few ten thousandths of 
an inch removed in the overall barrel size; 
so, there is no big worry. It’s when your 
muzzle slugs .308 and the breach slugs 
.307 or less that this pressure lapping works 
wonders. If both ends slug .308 but are just 
rough all the way, don’t worry — it will prob- 
ably not get bigger than .3085, and it may 
take two complete runs — that is one hun- 
dred rounds. The finer grits remove so little 
that it’s hard to measure. 

You might even skip the 220 grit stage if 
you think the bore is only rough with no tight 
areas. 

Small muzzle and large breach is unusu- 
al, and | have no experience with this. Of 
course, too much pressure lapping could 
create this condition, if carried too far. 

Also, if at all possible, scope the bore be- 
fore starting; it may be beyond saving. Hav- 
ing a bore scope, | got lazy and didn’t bother 
to look in one gun until nearly done with the 
lapping. What a waste! The bore was cor- 
roded beyond saving; but, amazingly, the 
thing did group well enough to win the last 
match. Just had to clean more frequently. 

Okay, now, who wants to be the first 
taker?

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BACK ISSUES AND THE 
PRECISION SHOOTING INDEX 


Many of us who have been charged with 
the responsibility of keeping you informed 
have personal libraries and mountains of 
reference material on hand. The word 
“mountain” is a pretty good visual for any- 
one trying to imagine what my work area 
use to look like prior to the Precision Shoot- 
ing Index of Articles. | say “use to” because 
things are different now, I’m better organ- 
ized. 

Easy boys, | didn’t say smarter or better 
looking, only better organized! After all, this 
is “PS” we're talking about here, not GUNS, 
OUTDOOR LIFE, or AMERICAN RIFLE- 
MAN. Everyone knows you don’t hack for 
one of those distinguished journals unless 
you're trustworthy, loyal, helpful, friendly, 
courteous, kind, obedient, cheerful, thrifty, 
brave, clean, reverent, smart, good looking, 
and organized. Don’t ask me where Skip 
Gordon, Jim Carmichael, and a few others 
fit in? | don’t know either! They were proba-

bly hired prior to standards being estab- 
lished!?! (At the Super Shoot this year | 
overheard Gordon and Carmichael discuss- 
ing the parties they use to have when their 
“friend” Moses would go up to the mountain 
to pray. Now that pretty much explains it, 
doesn’t it? Prestandards? Hell, these guys 
were probably hired prior to the Ten Com- 
mandments.) 

Getting back to the subject, some of OUR 
writers and some of the OTHERS have 
found the index to be an excellent supple- 
mental resource. Back issues of “PS” are 
often treasured by their owners, especially 
those of us fortunate enough to have acom- 
plete or near complete collection. There is a 
wealth of information in the volumes of ma- 
terial printed since 1956. Many people con- 
sider it to be the most comprehensive 
source of accuracy related material ever as- 
sembled, ant the index is a tool that brings it 
all together. 

When | first got into the game of 
benchrest | read anything | could get my 
hands on that dealt with the subject. By 
doing this | felt it possible to avoid some of 
the mistakes new shooters commonly fall 
prey to. Studying the successes and fail- 
ures of others and spending a lot of time on 
the phone with knowledgeable fellows like 
Fred Sinclair significantly contributed to my 
early successes. I’m convinced that my 
commitment to the game is a direct result of 
these experiences. 

As time passed | began to amass quite a 
bit of reference material and it was apparent 
that much of it came from the pages of Pre- 


cision Shooting. It was around this time that 
| realized no one had taken the time to devel- 
op a quick reference database for the maga- 
zine, so | started in on the project myself. 

One day | mentioned what | was doing to 
Walt Balch. He told me he had started a sim- 
ilar project several years back, but had only 
researched the last five years or so. His 
point being that technical data prior to that 
date could best be described as historical 
rather that State-of-the-Art. His point was 
well taken, but | couldn’t leave it at that. The 
more deeply | got into it the more interesting 
the historical elements of the sport became. 

| had collected a few more back issues 
than Walt and kept nibbling away at the pile, 
reading them one by one, and entering data 
into the computer. When | ran out of maga- 
zines | borrowed Neil Jones’ collection and 
this took me back twenty years or so. | then 
placed a want adin the Trading Post section 
for a complete collection, back to 1956, to 
finish the job. Some of the responses | re- 
ceived were quite interesting. There’s a 
story or two worth telling, but I'll save that 
for another time. 

To make a long story short, Myles 
Hollister, the president of Precision Shoot- 
ing, bundled up his personal collection and 
mailed them off to me. This was a gesture 
that | will always appreciate. Those of you 
that don’t know Myles should know this is 
typical of him. He’ll do anything to promote 
or advance the game and this is an opinion 
shared by many. (Well, maybe Myles would- 
n't do ANYTHING, but the sport certainly 
has been enriched by his participation.)

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Once the collection was in hand, | knew a 
database with sorting options and all the 
bells and whistles would soon become a re- 
ality. 

You never know when some seemingly 
trivial bit of information from the past is 
going to come in handy. | have found back 
issues of Precision Shooting to be my most 
valuable resource by far. Prior to the index, 
when | needed something in the way of ref- 
erence material | had to do one of two 
things. Either, find someone that knew what 
| was talking about and could point me in the 
right direction, or take a stab in the dark and 
start reading back issues. The later is terri- 
bly bothersome and inefficient way to go 
about doing something to further compli- 
cate things, | would invariable come across 
another subject that interested me and read 
for hours. Talk about being side tracked? | 
was never on track! As aresult, | always had 
a dozen or so unfinished projects in the 
works. 

To me, there is nothing quite as frustrat- 
ing as not being able to find something | 
need. You know it’s buried somewhere in 
that “mountain” of Seemingly Helpful Inco- 
herent Trash, but you can’t put your hands 
on it. This is a curse often associated with 
those of us not blessed with the gift of total 
recall. (This is probably the reason most gun 
writers appear to be disoriented and/or con- 


fused most of the time. That’s my excuse 
anyway!) 

When trying to substantiate a claim, 
prove, or disprove a point you can never 
have enough reference material at your dis- 
posal. It’s those little known or obscure 
points of detail that lend credence to any ac- 
curacy related discussion that interest me 
the most. In fact, I’ve toyed with the idea of 
developing a Benchrest Trivial Pursuit 
Game for those that have a penchant for 
that sort of thing. The index has a fairly sub- 
stantial historical database and would make 
short work of a project such as this. 

Judging by recent sales, the index seems 
to be gaining popularity. Orders are coming 
in from all over the country and even some 
from abroad. (That’s “abroad” not “a 
broad” for you chauvinists that can’t spell.) 
Apparently, it is no longer being viewed as 
sometheing only a firearms writer might find 
useful. This is kind of interesting because it 
has been available for almost two years. 

The Index’s recent popularity, as | see it, 
can be attributed to a couple of things, the 
monthly ad and a revised report format. The 
refinement of some topic headings and indi- 
vidually run laser printed copies have all 
been viewed as pluses by recent purchas- 
ers. | should have realized that Xerox copies 
of plain old dot matrix printed materials 
would not appeal to the type of person that 


sometimes refers to himself as an “accura- 
cy nut.”

I’ve tried to avoid becoming a Xerox service 
for these kinds of requests because of the 
amount of time it would take and damaging 
effects of excessively handling my own col- 
lection. 

As many of you know, John Hollister, of 
our staff, is responsible for the maintenance 
and distribution of all back issues. | asked 
John to provide us with an updated list of 
those issues that he presently has in inven- 
tory. Attachment 2. is that listing. 

In reviewing the list you probably notice 
that magazines from the very early years 
and the mid eighties are unavailable. The 
very old issues are almost impossible to ob- 
tain. The few people that have them do not 
part with them easily. In fact, | know of a re- 
cent sale where a well preserved collection 
sold for $1500. | wouldn’t be throwing any 
away if | were you, because that’s approxi- 
mately $3.40 apiece. I’d say they are worth 
holding on to. If you’ve been throwing them 
under your workbench out in the garage 
you’d better check on them. Mice and as- 
sorted insects could be chowing down on 
some of your assets. 
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If you don’t have $1500 to spend on a 
complete collection, but need the informa- 
tion that can be found in one or more of the 
available issues contact John Hollister. He 
is amost accommodating individual and will 
go out of his way to assist you in any way 
that he can.

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The date was August 21st, and this was 
my first time out with this new H322 powder 
(Lot #71288); note that this was “regular” 
H322, and not government surplus 322 
powder. It is frustrating to run out of a given 
powder, or primer, lot where the accuracy 
potential is known ... and then suddenly 
find yourself having to start from scratch 
again. 

| only had small quantities of the known 
lots of powder that | saved for comparison 
testing with the new lots. Since | have been 
doing more chronographing, | have found 
substantial differences in powders of the 
same brand, but with different lot numbers. 

To get some sort of an idea what this 
powder lot was doing, | placed the Pro-Tach 
chronograph 10 feet from the muzzle of my 
rifle. | was working with my heavy varmint 
rifle.) a 6PPC with a CPS action and a 
Leupold 36X scope on top of things. | put on 
my 2234” Wiseman barrel, and a 1-14 twist 
tube that | had last used back in 1987. Since 
then I’d had two barrels chambered and fit- 
ted for this gun; one a New Wiseman, and 
the other a Krieger. Using the older barrel 
would serve my purposes, and save wear 
on my newer barrels. 

| ran out of the primer lots that | had previ- 
ously been using, and found a couple hun- 
dred of an old lot of Federal 205M primers, 
lot #MA6128. These came in smaller 
boxes, where the factory packed them ten 
primers standing on end in each row, unlike 
the newer lots that had separate compart- 
ments for each primer in the box. 

The wind, as | sat at the bench, was blow-

ing straight at me, with just a bit of variation 
... let’s say from 11:00 o’clock to 1:00 
o'clock. At the Central Jersey Range, from 
previous experience | knew that this was a 
generally good condition in which to shoot. | 
had five or six flags between me and the 100 
yard targets. 

| started out with a 50.0 setting on my Cul- 
ver measure, which throws 27.1 grains of 
this powder, lot #71288, regular H322 
powder. The cases had .008 neck thick- 
ness, and had to be run into my Bonanza full 
length die to get a smooth neck tension with 
the 68 grain Euber flat base bullets. 

This barrel had been chambered by Walt 
Pereira of CPS, and had recently been re- 
crowned by Mike Toth, with an 11 degree 
crown. Every group on this page was shot 
with a different row of cases; | did not reload 
any of the same cases during this six group 
test. 

While firing my first target, the first four 
shots looked quite good, but the fifth and 
final shot went high, to open it up to a .194 
measurement. That shot was the lowest in 
velocity for the group, and likely due to a 
change in velocity of the head wind that | 
failed to pick up. Even allowing for this lapse 
in concentration, | was satisfied with group 
one, and group two as well. | decided to stay 
with the same load for the entire six target 
page. At the end, the six target aggregate of 
.2446 was acceptable, considering that it 
was a first-time-test with a new lot of pow- 
der, with which I’d done no experimenting, 
and also considering that | did not have ex- 
actly calm conditions for my testing on this 
day. 

What | had been trying to establish during 
this chronographing of every shot was what 
kind of accuracy could be expected from the 
velocity of a given load, and barrel twist 
combination. In this case | was using a

6PPC barrel with a 1-14 twist. The average 
velocity for the test was 3095 feet per sec- 
ond. | have chronographed loads with high- 
er average velocities, as well as lower aver- 
age velocities, that shot good aggregates 
as well. 

On September 2,1989 we started our 
winter league at the Central Jersey Range. 
(Editor: You realize, of course, that you're 
starting a “winter league” . . . before Labor 
Day. Even allowing for the fact that people 
do things differently in New Jersey ...). | 
headed for the match with the same load as 
| had used in my testing (above); the only dif- 
ference was that | was to use the New Fed- 
eral 205M primers, lot #1B9578. The rota- 
tion of the six rows of cases in the match 
would exactly duplicate their rotation in my 
test. | preloaded these cases athome, along 
with enough foulers and sighters to get me 
through the match without trouble, and 
without any need to reload at the range. 

On my arrival at Central Jersey | found 
that we would have to deal with a left-to- 
right wind, quite stronger than that in which | 
had done my testing. Some targets that 
would be shot in bright sun; others would be 
fired under overcast skies. 

| “wasted” a .150 group on the warmup 
match, using the mirage to help read condi- 
tions. The five record targets were .240, 
.262, .335, .281 and .208, for a .2652 aggre- 
gate. | had confidence in the barrel and load 
combination, and was determined not to 
change, no matter what the conditions 
were. | did not use a chronograph during the 
match; | had confidence in the basic validity 
of the figures from my earlier testing. 

In the past | very seldom shot good 
groups while chronographing the loads my- 
self. It takes a lot of concentration to re- 
member to write down the instrument read- 
ings, and remember the exact conditions 
that you were shooting in. 

| tried chronographing a whole aggregate 
on acouple of occasions recently, and each 
time | bungled the task, to one degree or an- 
other. Either | forgot to write down the ve- 
locity of a couple of shots ... or | was so 
busy recording facts that | overlooked large 
condition changes, and ended up with a 
shot in the next county! This test is the first 
one where | recorded every shot correctly, 
and still shot halfway decently.

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TEST CONTINUATION 


After completing the chronographed 6 
group test (described above) | had a couple 
of small tests that | wanted to chronograph. 

| had six rounds left over from the last time 
that | shot this particular barrel; that was 
back at the NBRSA Nationals in Charlotte, 
North Carolina in August of 1987. It was 
brutally hot and windy all week long there. 
During the preceding 1012 pound classes | 
had increased my load at 200 yards each 
time. . .and| had not been satisfied with my 
results. When the heavy varmint class rolled 
around, | backed off the load for 200 yards 
... to 27.0 grains of H322, as well as my 
usual Euber bullets. | have to admit that | did 
not retain a record of the powder lot num- 
ber. (Editor: Very poor record keeping, 
Geza. All| have to do is open my records to 
“1987”... hmm... strange ... the whole 
year is blank. Well, everyone keeps their 
own records in their own style and manner. | 
only write down details when | do well. Why 
should anyone want details on an occasion 
when they did poorly? Hmm... strange...

“1988” is blank ... and so is “1989”. 
Strange). | recall that my 12th place finish at 
200 yards enabled me to sneak into the top 
twenty in the grand aggregate at Charlotte. 

| fouled the gun here with a just-loaded 
round. Then | fired the extra (or sixth) case 
left over from Charlotte, also as a sighter. It 
turned up a chronograph reading of a rather 
low 2576 feet per second, and hit at least a 
half inch lower on the target than the load 
that | was currently shooting in my testing 
that day,. At this point | began to wonder if 
my scope or my chronograph had taken 
leave of its senses. Could it be possible that 
| had shot an entire 200 yard aggregate ata 
national championship (in which | had done 
halfway decently) ... with a load that was 
nearly 500 feet per second lower than my 
regular match load? Things like this can be 
un-nerving! | loaded the next round with 
considerable concern (Editor: Get a hold of 
yourself, man! It’s only a game!). The next 
round was one of my just loaded that day 
rounds .. . and selected primarily to estab-

lish to myself whether or not my chrono- 
graph had suddenly flipped its lid. | was re- 
lieved to see a reading of 3054 feet per 
second, and a full half inch higher impact. . . 
striking right where it should have on the tar- 
get. There had to be something drastically 
wrong with that one round! Okay, five shots 
left over from Charlotte, and it’s Onward 
Christian Soldiers. The first shot registered 
3056, a mere two feet per second off the 
reading of the two year old loaded round. 
And it printed, on the target, right where it 
should have. The group averaged 3051 feet 
per second, with a variation of 30 feet per 
second. (See target #7). It was anice .172 
group. | was relieved to find that | had not 
been shooting a load of 2576 feet per sec- 
ond at Charlotte. Relieved primarily be- 
cause ... it would have set my theories 
back to a point where | probably would have 
taken up golf instead! (Editor: Easy, easy, 
men. Let’s not have wild talk like this in the 
magazine, fellas).

The next test was to compare velocities 
of a different lot of H322, lot #12685, and | 
again emphasize . .. NOT government sur- 
plus 322. | have used this lot previously, but 
never chronographed the loads. This same 
powder lot (#12685), according to my re- 
cords, shot a six group aggregate of .2050 
on August 11, 1986. The first five groups 
would have agged .1846. The six groups 
were: .157, .172, .171, .214, .234, and .301. 
The 6th target had one shot that opened the 
group from a .160 to a .301. At that time | re- 
loaded the case that threw that errant shot, 
fired it, and saw it (this time) go into the 
group with the other four shots. This barrel 
was new back then. This aggregate was 
shot with 28.1 grains of this powder and lot. 
My old Culver measure would throw slightly 
more powder than my new one (and it was 
the new one that was usedin these tests).

Looking through my old records | find that 
I’ve shot a .087 group in my Hart barrel LV 
gun with an old measure Culver setting of 
50.0 clicks, which threw 27.3 grains of this 
lot. 

This is no reflection on the quality of the 
very fine measures made by Homer Culver. 
That old measure was broken and repaired 
so many times in the seventeen years or 
more that | have been using it that | finally 
broke down and bought a new one. 

Targets #8 and #9 will show the com- 
parative groups and velocities of this pow- 
der lot #12685. 

With a 50.0 setting on the new Culver 
measure, which threw 27.0 grains of this 
powder, showed 3031 feet per second av- 
erage, with a variation of 24 feet per second. 
The group size was .236. 

The 51.5 setting on the new Culver mea- 
sure, which threw 27.9 grains of this pow- 
der, gave a velocity of 3120 feet per second, 
with a variation of 40 feet per second. This 
group measured .277. 

For the sake of comparison | 
chronographed one more group, with an- 
other lot of H322, lot #9678. With a 50.0 
setting on the Culver, we had a 3131 feet 
per second reading as average for the five 
shots, with a variation of 28 feet per second. 
Comparing this with the 50.0 similar setting 
two paragraphs above .. . there is an exact 
100 feet per second pickup in velocity 
brought about solely by the change in lot of 
the same powder. This is target #10, and | 
had one shot out of the group, opening up 
the group to a .411. 
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Inow had three different lots of H322 (reg- 
ular brand, not government surplus) that | 
had chronographed IN THE SAME FIVE 
CASES, and all loaded with a volume load- 
ing (via the Culver measure) of 50.0 clicks. 
(I'm sure that just about everyone has long 
ago figured out that the lot number is based 
on the date of the manufacture). | then pro- 
ceeded to put together a little table for my 
own edification, showing the changes 
brought about solely by changing the lot of 
H322 (Entry #4 has a higher volume setting 
than the first three).

All charge weights were from the new 
measure, and were checked by scale read- 
ings. All chronographed readings were with 
the same barrel, a1 in 14 twist, 22%” length 
tube. The same five cases were used 
throughout the test. 

You will note that even with the weight in- 
crease to 27.9 grains of lot #12685 (via the 
51.5 Culver setting) we did not equal the ve- 
locity of lot #9678 with a 50.0 setting. Yet 
this powder lot shot good groups and ag- 
gregates when this barrel was newer. 

The 27.1 grains loading of lot #71288 
that turned up a 3095 average velocity is al- 
most equal to lot #9678 with 27.3 grains 


(which averaged 3131 feet per second). An 
addition of .2 grains more of lot #71288 
would make the two powders nearly equal. 
These two powders were grayish black in 
color, whereas lot #12685 was quite gray. 
Past testing has shown that velocity varia- 
tions go by weight more so than by volume 
... but not in all cases. 

This is a prime example of one lot of pow- 
der not equalling the velocities of the other 
two, when using equal settings on the Cul- 
ver measure. Another example would be 
with government surplus powder (GI322). In

the lots that | have tested | have found it to 
give (usually) lower velocity readings, 
whether volume or weight is the yardstick of 
comparison. 

| am now doing some more research into 
the various lots of H322 powders. To the 
best of my knowledge all the “early” lots of 
H322 were made in Scotland. Then along 
came the GI322, which achieved almost 
overnight success, with its lower pricing, 
and the favorable results that turned up al- 
most immediately. 

| had two lots (that came in one pound

containers) of the black variety. | had used 
two different lots with good success. These 
were lot #020987 and #111787. The la- 
bels on these cans showed “government 
surplus”, as well as “Made in USA”. All of 
the older lots that | had showed “Made in 
Scotland”, and they were mostly good lots 
as well. 

Now | have two new 8 pound black jugs 
that | have not tested yet. The first one is lot 


#422288. The cardboard box that it came 
in was stamped “GI H322”. On the black jug 
was a pasted-on label that said “Made to 
U.S. Military Specs”. 

The second lot, #42588, was generally 
the same . . . except that the outer box just 
showed H322 without the GI designation. It 
was also “Made to U.S. Military Specs’. 

They both had labels pasted over where 
the powder was manufactured. | success- 
fully peeled the label off the second jug, and 
found a “Made in Scotland” declaration un- 
derneath. 


| have yet to test these two lots, both 
black in color. | am curious to see what dif- 
ferences, if any, | will find with these two 
newer lots (other than the higher price). 

The lot #71288 that | used in the six tar- 
get test was of a later vintage than these 
two lots (by about three months), and 
showed “Made in Scotland”, with no refer- 
ence to U.S. Military Surplus. That lot was 
grayish-black in color, and proved to be 
more potent than the Gl H322 that was 
made in the USA.

lots of time to collect them. He has two fa- 
vorites: “I seem to have misplaced my wal- 
let” and “it can’t be my turn to buy the gas”. 
Benchrest must be a pretty dull sport since 
their favorite expression seems to be “52 
clicks on a Culver”. 

At any rate this has led me to believe that 
our readers probably have a vast store- 
house of favorite sayings that should be 
presented to the public in order than we can 
all benefit. With this in mind | would like to 
announce the First Annual Precision Shoot- 
ing Colorful Expression Contest.

| see that | have drifted a good ways off 
my intended subject, which was long range 
varmint shooting. This is not to be confused 
with “hunting”, a different matter altogeth- 
er. My wife still gets it confused; after all 
when you hunt you are expected to bring 
home some meat for the larder. When | re- 
turn after an outing she invariably asks, “did 
you get anything?”. Of course | didn’t get 
anything, at least not in the sense that there 
was anything left to bring home, or that | 
would want to either. Women have a hard 


time with this. They have tremendous diffi- 
culty understanding why anyone would 
drop a couple of grand in a rifle that will 
never be used for hunting. This is a problem 
we probably will never get around but fortu- 
nately the dear lasses have many other at- 
tributes which make them desirable and 
allow us to overlook their peculiarities. 

| see that | have really gotten off the sub- 
ject this time and will no doubt get myself in 
trouble if | continue so will buckle down and 
get on with it. | am playing with a new ballis- 
tic program from W.W. Blackwell called 
Load From A Disk II. This program corrects 
for altitude, temperature and barometric 
pressure. It is interesting to see the differ- 
ence a change in barometric pressure 
makes on a bullet’s trajectory. The program 
also gives you several ways to calculate the 
actual ballistic coefficient of the bullet you 
are working with. This is useful since a 
bullet’s BC changes with velocity. | have 
found that the BC of many varmint bullets 
get pretty dreadful when you crank up the 
velocity. You have to have a chronograph 
and you have to have a pretty good idea of 
the actual BC of your bullet if you plan on 
working out a realistic trajectory calcula- 
tion. The program also allows you to crank 
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in different wind velocities for calculating 
wind drift instead of the standard 10 MPH 
cross wind. You seldom get a wind that is 
blowing straight across so the calculation 
for wind angle will have to be done manually. 
All in all this is a useful program. 

| have also acquired a battery operated 
laptop computer to do my trajectory calcu- 
lations in the field. This upset the Old Fart a 
bit since the pickup is already overcrowded 
with the other accessories necessary to 
hunt prairie dogs. No problem, he can just 
leave one of his guns at home. He doesn’t 
see it that way. Says his brain is already suf- 
fering from data overload and doesn’t need 
an infernal machine to tell him why he 
missed. By the way, sitting at a bench in the 
prairie dog fields with a $2000 rifle, a com- 
puter and all kinds of scientific instruments 
is absolutely guaranteed to impress your 
friends and the casual observer. Some- 
times after much admiring and voicing ex- 
pressions of wonder they tend to develop 
the bad habit of asking to watch you actual- 
ly shoot something. This can be a bit discon- 
certing, to say the least. 

A few times | have been lucky and made a 
spectacular shot at some absurd range 
while someone was watching. This is when 
you want your admirers handy, preferably 
with a camera. Remember not to pick your 
nose or scratch. This advice is free and 
comes from experience. 


Where was I? Ah yes, long range shoot- 
ing. When we were in Zortman we were 
breaking in a fellow to the art and intricacies 
of long range shooting. While enthusiastic 
he seemed bit disturbed by how frequent we 
missed. Well you have to expect to miss 
once in awhile. Prairie dogs are small ani- 
mals and have a disgusting habit of moving 
just as you touch off a shot. Things happen. 
After all this is a sport, not competition and 
you are supposed to enjoy yourself and 
have fun. Missing shots occasionally is fun. 
If you are hitting your target every time then 
you are not having a QUALITY EXPERI- 
ENCE, take my word for it. This is the rea- 
son | got into this game in the first place. 
With the sooperdooper equipment we have 
anymore hitting prairie dogs at 300 yards is 
too easy. Move out to 500 yards and be- 
yond and you will learn the true meaning of 
frustration. Then when your wife asks if you 
got anything you can say “yes, | got a 
QUALITY EXPERIENCE!”. 

In prairie dog hunting you certainly get to 
do a lot of shooting, nobody is blowing a 
whistle to make you quit after seven min- 
utes. After awhile you begin to notice your 
shoulder complaining from a phenomenon 
called RECOIL. A few years ago | was 
shooting a 7MM Magnum at prairie dogs. 
Very spectacular, a near miss was almost 
as good as a hit if | used 175 grain bullets. | 
remember shooting an entire mound out 


from under a dog. Maybe ten cubic feet of 
dirt disappeared into a cloud of dust with 
one shot. The prairie dog disappeared too 
although | don’t think | even touched him. 
The Old Fart was impressed. This gave me 
an inspiration. My shoulder was turning a 
pretty shade of blue and swelling rapidly so | 
would take a deathgrip on the rifle, scrunch 
my eyes tightly closed, point in the general 
direction of the dog and yank the trigger. 
Yell “GOT HIM”. The Old Fart couldn’t see 
anything through the spotting scope for the 
cloud of dust so he couldn’t dispute my 
claim. This technique reduced my pain but | 
sold the rifle anyway. 
| am beginning to see that this article isn’t 
going anywhere. | suppose | should give up 
and start over another time, after all this is a 
serious magazine for grownups about ser- 
ous sports. The Editor castigated me for 
cowardice in my article “Hunting Prairie 
Dogs With Style” so | intend to take on ten 
badgers at close quarters, which should be 
the equivalent of ten knights. That is, as 
soon as the Old Fart can catch them and tie 
them up. (Editor: what abut the rattlesnakes 
that you so conveniently forgot about?)

Have been watching with interest the dis- 
cussions on the various 17 caliber rifles and 
cartridges in Precision Shooting. 

Like Dick Cundiff | have had some trouble 
with the various chronographs catching the 
tiny 17 caliber bullets as they fly over the sky 
screens. Using as many as 3 different 
chronographs at the same time. It is very dif- 
ficult to get all of the screen lined up in the 
first place. On different days and conditions 
| find that there is a variation in the readings. 
However the velocities were in the same 
range on all 3 machines. If a shooter has a 
chronograph he should trust it or go broke 
buying the different makes of machine till he 
finds one he is satisfied with. 

One time | stopped at the Hornady Bullet 
factory and visited with Joyce Hornady, at 
that time he told me that his bullets would 
stand velocities up to 4250 fps. and then 
would some times come apart in flight. Over

my chronographs | have registered veloci- 
ties as high as 4507 fps. with my 17-32 Jet 
using both Hornady and Remington bullets. 
Hornady bullets rarely reached the target, | 
did not have this trouble with the 
Remingtons. The load used in this experi- 
ment ruined all of the primer pockets so | 
quit shooting it. That winter | shot 4 fox and 
1 coyote using Remington bullets not one of 
the animals moved after being hit with the 
Remington bullet at a velocity over the chro- 
nograph at 4386 fps. | am not sure that the 
bullets are really traveling this fast, | only 
have my chronographs to tell me. | do know 
that at 100 yards when the bullets hit beer 
cans full of water, you can hear the bullets 
impact over the report of the rifle. Try that 
some time with your PPC’s. 

Being a speed burner | like to have my 
varmint rifles shoot not much over 34” at 
100 yards. Any of the shooters who have 
shot my 17 Jet seem to think it will do alright 
on Prairie Dogs, Ground Squirrels, Fox and 
Coyotes. Some of the Prairie Dog shooters 
have been equally impressed with the Yard- 
age it will kill the dogs. The longest kills 
made with it were 386 steps and 379 steps. 
1 Fox was killed at 330 steps. Some of the 
doubters of the 17s should go with a 17 cali- 
ber shooter and see for themselves how 
good these little bullets dispatch the small 
varmints.

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Gammuto mentioned that he would like to 
see some one make either 28 or 30 grain 17 
caliber bullets for the 17’s. After shooting 
the 17’s for several years now | find the best 
accuracy comes at about 3800 fps. using 
the 25 grain bullets either Hornady or Rem- 
ington, each rifle seems to have its own per- 
sonal preference, | have not received my 
Berger bullets at this time, Walt told me he 
was filling orders as they were placed and | 
guess my number is not up yet. 

| think that the 28 or 30 grain bullets 
would drift more than the 25s as they would 
be moving slower and allow more time for 
the wind to do its nasty work. When using 
an 11” twist barrel | have had better luck 
with 16 and 18 grain bullets as far as accu- 
racy. There are no bullets being made at this 
time in these weights that | have knowledge 
of. We have been cutting Hornady bullets 
off to these weights and repointing them ina 
die | made up. | have been shooting them in 
a 17 Ackley Bee with an 11” twist and really 
getting good results as far as accuracy and 
explosive effect on ground squirrels. 

If we could get some really good quality 
light bullets such as 18 grains and shoot 11” 
or possibly 12” barrels | think we could get 
better accuracy at much higher velocities.

Dear Dave: 

As Rookie Ron’s inquiry contained a vari- 
ety of questions, we, Gary Long, Randy 
Fritz, and I, took the liberty of dividing them. 
Each of us concentrated on a few of the 
questions. Below are our answers. 


GARY LONG — BULLET WEIGHT, WIND 
DOPING, AND TRIGGER TECHNIQUE 


At 100 and 200 yards the 125 gr. 30 cal. 
bullet, when pushed at the proper velocity, 
will buck the wind better than the 68 gr. 
6mm bullet. When shooting the lighter 
weight 30 cal. bullets there are several im- 
portant factors which contribute to the max- 
imum accuracy. Best results will be ob- 
tained using match grade barrels of 14 and 
15 inch twist. The case capacity should be 
matched to the bullet weight and muzzle ve- 
locity you expect to use. The chambering 
reamer must have the proper throat length 
for the shorter and lighter bullets. For Hunt- 
er class competition the 125 gr. bullet 
should be pushed at approximately 2900 ft. 
per sec., the 150 gr. will require a muzzle ve- 
locity of 2700 to 2800 ft. per sec. 

Load techniques for the larger Hunter 
class cartridges do not differ from the small- 
er benchrest cartridges. | agree with the ad- 
vise you received on tight neck 30’s. It has 
been my experience that necks requiring 
.002 resizing will out perform fitted necks. 

When shooting a 10 Ib. 30 cal. rifle, | pre- 
fer to hold the let-off between 2 oz. and 4 oz. 
When using free recoil or a lighter hold meth- 
od of shooting, | tend to string shots vertical- 
ly. Your method of shooting record bulls 
number 5 and number 4 after leaving the 
sighter bull is accepted by a majority of the 
score shooters in the Northeast. This meth- 
od requires less gun movement, making it 
possible to fire your first record shots in less 
time. 


RANDY FRITZ — BAG TECHNIQUE, AIM- 
ING TECHNIQUE 

Bag technique varies among Hunter 
class shooters and is as different as their 
hair cuts. As in group shooting, it really 
doesn’t matter how you handle the bags as 
long as you doit the same each time. Hunter 
Class rifles with their heavier recoil, narrow 
stocks, larger bullet weights, and more 
torque have a feel all their own. To most 
group shooters they are uncontrollable. 

Hunter guns require alot more concentra- 
tion at the bench than any other class rifle. 
They require near perfect alignment of the

rear bag with the front rest. Also, a consis- 
tent right hand and cheek pressure is need- 
ed. The most important fact is how much 
shoulder pressure is applied to the butt 
stock. If a shooter allows shoulder pressure 
to vary from shot to shot, he will shoot a ver- 
tical string for a group. Horizontal is added 
to the initial group when any change in grip 
pressure, cheek pressure, or sandbag fit is 
altered (instantly a .600+ group!) or 9 
ring. 

Too much shoulder pressure hurts too 
much and generally gives you high left 
shots. No shoulder pressure doesn’t hurt as 
much, but you are at the mercy of your 
sandbags staying in line for a long period of 
time. Depending on which ear of the sand- 
bag gives away first in this method, deter- 
mines the position of the shot. 

It appears most good Hunter Class 
shooters use a mix of the two methods de- 
veloped over a period of time. You must 
learn to give the butt stock some amount of 
support, but as the shooter, you must move 
with the recoil. The amount of right hand 
pressure on the pistol grip (if any) is a matter 
of what feels good to you. The same is true 
for the amount of pressure applied by the 
left hand to the rear bag. 

With a high recoil Hunter Class rifle anew 
shooter should spend more time refining a 
good bench technique that is comfortable 
and just plain feels good. 


The aiming technique with a 6X scope is 
all a matter of shading a black/white or red/ 
white contrast. A dot should not cover any 
more at 100 yards that the diameter of the 
bullet being used!! The dot can then be used 
as a mental picture of where the bullet goes. 
With this in mind, to hold off is just a matter 
of going to the opposite side of the 10 ring or 
the center of the target. 

With a dot or crosshair a new shooter 
must learn what the scope picture looks like 
to do two things: 

1. To be able to hit the outside of the 10 
ring. 

2. To be able to hit the 8 ring. 

This gives you a known 4” hold off and a 
3%” hold off. With these two constants as 
part of your mental picture, in time, the in 
betweens get easier. Needless to say, con- 
ditions that require more of a hold than half 
way to the black or red is a gamble at 
best! 


BILL CREASY — WHY A HUNTER 
MATCH 


For many years Hunter Class was looked 
upon by both organizations as a fledging 
(should be seen and not heard). But, even 
fledgings grow up! | am not and will not try to 
compare group and hunter class shooting. 


It does irritate me to know that when you 
wanted to hold a hunter shoot you were 
question as to why. Many shooters have 
crossed over from group to hunter class and 
hunter class to group. However, there are 
people within our ranks who could care less 
about hunter class. 

For many years | have kept statistics for 
Hunter Class Shooting (IBS Score Shoot- 
ing) and could give you many statistics as to 
how hunter class has grown. | feel, howev- 
er, that that would bore may people. Instead 
| would like to give you a couple of good rea- 
sons to hold hunter shoots. 

Accuracy. Yes, accuracy. Take a Rem 
700 action, put a 6X scope on it, and cham- 
ber it for a .308 caliber. The 10 ring ona 
hunter target is .500 outside to outside. Use 
an extreme situation — a competitor 
shoots a 250 with a .308; one shot just 
touches the 10 ring at 3:00. The other shot 
just touches the ring at 9:00. Using a Swee- 
ny measuring device (group) it will measure 
approximately .800 group. Now | would 
think anyone who can take a .308 and shoot 
with a 6X scope 25 shots and keep them in 
an .800 groupis a pretty accurate shooter. 

Hunter class matches are easy for the 
host club to hold. Families can afford to got 
to ahunter match for one day. The statistics 
(IBS) show many husband and wives, fa- 
thers and sons/daughters, and mothers and 
sons/daughters, are shooting together. 
This is good for the sport. 

Not to ramble on, but thanks to people 
like you, we, the hunter class shooters, still 
have matches to go to. Keep up the good 
work and don’t worry. Hunter class shoot- 
ers will be showing up at your range as soon 
as the word gets out. GOOD LUCK!

The use of Teflon around any heat 
source (including cigarettes) can be deadly.

Safety Data Sheet,” as Teflon is heated 
there may be irritation or inflammation of the 
lungs, and damage to the brain, liver, and 
kidneys. At 450 degrees (C.) the fumes 
cause severe lung damage and death to 
rats.

1. What break-in procedure do you use 
and/or recommend for new barrels? 

2. On your bullet-seating depth gauge 
sheet you say that you prefer .001 neck 
clearance. Is this .001 all around (a differ- 
ence of .002 in diameter), or a difference of 
.001 in diameter? 

3. When chambering some of my turned 
cases, there is more resistance when rotat- 
ing the bolt handle than with the case that 
you sent with the gun. | don’t see any differ- 
ence. Any ideas? | can see no marks on the 
cases.

Dear Bob, 

1. My barrel break-in procedure has ap- 
peared in these pages previously. Herewith 
is a copy of the actual article. 

2. When using the bullet seating and neck 
gauge the amount of neck clearance will de- 
pend on two things: 

— How thick, or how thin, your turn the 

case. 

— Diameter of the bullet that you are 

using. 
| personally prefer the fitted neck system, 
and strive for .0005 total expansion of the 
case neck. Any more than this and it be- 
comes necessary to size the case neck. A 
word of warning. . . any loaded round which 
does not freely enter the gauge IS TO BE 
CONSIDERED UNSAFE TO CHAMBER . If 
you retain nothing else that | say in this letter 
.. .if you disagree with everything else that | 
say in this letter ... please .. . accept this 
one! In the 22 PPC (.244 neck diameter) the 
“fitted neck” diameter of a loaded round 
should measure .2435 (.2430 for a sized 
neck). A loaded round neck diameter of 
.2430 will require sizing, but will not be detri- 
mental to accuracy as far as | have been 
able to tell.

To establish proper seating depth | seat a 
bullet progressively deeper into the case 
until | can freely turn the loaded round in the 
gauge, and find a light ring of land contact 
on the bullet. This is how | seat all bullets to 
start off with, regardless of caliber. It may be 
necessary, due to the individual peculiarities 
of your particular gun, to seat the bullet out 
a bit further, or in a bit further. The achieving 
of maximum accuracy is not a science with 
solid and inflexible rules. A certain amount 
of experimentation is still needed! | do not 
like to, and will not, as a practice seat a bul- 
let so far into the lands that the bullet can be 
left in the barrel upon extraction of the case. 
This makes a royal mess, and if it takes 
place during a match it could well cost you 
the match. 

3. If a new and unfired PPC case cham- 
bers with some resistance, this is normal, 
and indeed desirable in most wildcat cases. 
Do they still chamber hard after firing? If so 
... Now we have a not-normal situation on 
hand. If you chamber a virgin case, you 
should be able to see a slight set-back at the 
junction of the neck and shoulder. 

To give credit where credit is due, it was 
Ferris Pindell who first taught me about 
seating depth gauges, and their use in de- 
termining proper seating depth. | don’t 
know if he originated the concept or not, but 
he was the one who taught me the principle. 
(The seating depth gauge is a short piece of 
rifle barrel, which is cut with the same cham- 
bering reamer as the barrel.)

worse (hopefully . . . better), here’s my ad- 
vice on the subject: 

1. Be sure that the bore and chamber are 
clean before the first shot. 

2. Fire the first shot. 

3. Clean with Shooter’s Choice, using a 
loose, wet patch on the first pass. Hoppe’s 
BR can also be used. 

4. Wet a good quality bronze brush, and 
make several passes through the bore. 
Never reverse directions while the brush is 
inside the bore. Use a wet patch FIRST... 
to get rid of most of the residue out the muz- 
zle, before you go to the brush. 

5. Using 2 to 4 patches, remove all fluid 
and fouling from the bore. 

6. Saturate the bore with Sweet’s 7-62 
Solvent, via a loose fitting patch. 

7. Allow the gun to stand for 15 to 30 min- 
utes. 

8. Repeat step #5 above. 

9. Fire again, and repeat the above proce- 
dure, steps #1 through #8, until such time 
as the patches come out clean. . . withouta 
trace of blue . . . or until you run out of pa- 
tience (if you wish to improve your speed at 
“running out of patience”, refer inquiries to 
the editor. He’s a master at running out of 
patience; usually step #5 is about as far as 
he gets on barrel break-ins). 

Blue patches are an indication of copper 
fouling! And copper fouling is detrimental to 
rifle accuracy.

4.) The cases are trimmed to 1.515” over- 
all length. 

5.) Necks turned to .0092”, or whatever 
dimension is indicated for your particular 
rifle chambering. 

6.) Fire form. 


The fire form case length should be 
1.495”, + or — .005”. Hank Gonnella uses 
Remington 9¥2 primers, and H322 halfway 
up the case neck during his fire forming. 


If a small primer pocket is desired, the 
Freedom Arms primer pocket bushings can 
be installed either before or after fire form- 
ing. The July 1989 issue of PS reviewed our 
experiences with these inserts, and the 
methods and procedures that produced the 
best results for us. Freedom Arms was an 
advertiser in these pages during recent 
months. 

The case capacity of the formed case is 
from 1.2 to 1.4 grains LESS than the stan- 
dard Sako PPC case.

We recently had a small package arrive 
from Fred Sinclair (of Sinclair International, 
Inc.), with a note that said simply “new toy 
time’. It turned out that the new toy was an- 
other primer pocket uniformer, which does 
the same fine job as his earlier models. His 
first model is operated by hand, or can be 
mounted in a drill press. Using that tool by 
hand is great for a box or two of cases, and 
when mounted in a drill press, goes through 
a hundred cases like Grant went through 
Richmond (Editor: to head off a hundred 
irate letters from Virginia readers . . . we ac- 
knowledge that, yes, we do realize that 
General Grant used up several months in 
the Richmond area; not exactly a great ex- 
ample of either speed or swift accomplish- 
ment. “Like John Sevier at King’s Moun- 
tain” would be much more accurate . . . it’s 
just that no one would know what you were 
talking about . . . and you would come to be 
thought of as rather an odd sort of fellow). 
But, for the varmint hunter, silhouette 
shooter, or high power shooter, with a large 
number of cases to uniform, and without a 
drill press, it becomes quite a lengthy task, 
with much wear on both the fingers and 
one’s patience. 

Fred Sinclair's new “toy” mounts in a one 
quarter or three eighths electric hand drill. It 
has an adjustable collar to obtain the de- 
sired depth of cut. Instructions warn that it 
should not be used in excess of 1100 r.p.m. 
Chips must be cleaned out frequently. Prop- 
erly adjusted for the lot of cases that one is 
working with, the tool does a just dandy job. 
Workmanship and finish is top notch, and of 
a level that we have come to expect for 
products coming out of Fred’s shop.

that you are trying to make uniform is the 
outside edge one third or so area, where the 
primer cup and anvil make contact. If one 
sets out to make the entire primer pocket 
flat, in some cases one will make the pocket 
too deep, which just could cause misfires 
and/or poor primer performance under cer- 
tain circumstances. Just clean up the outer 
one third of the primer pocket, and the job is 
complete.

Dear Dave: 

Helping the newcomer to Bench Shoot- 
ing is always a pleasure, and | feel | should 
toss in my sage bit of input toward closing 
the group, “the mostest, the earliest.” 

It’s asubject and task that I’ve never seen 
ina BR publication, but has been mentioned 
plenty of times in pistol and rifle shooting — 
“Dry firing” — 

The reply I’ve received from most shoot- 
ers is, who needs it if you’re on the sand 
bags. Well, fellow BR shooters, you're in for 
a shock if you have not seriously “dry fired” 
from the bench with your favorite weapon. 

I’ve sat alongside struggling newcomers 
to the bench and politely suggested that 
they snap in a few and watch for cross hair 
jump on the target. Before trying it, they 
don’t believe it will jump. Then, | remind 
them that they can’t expect a group smaller 
than the distance the hair or dot moves 
when the hammer falls. After a few snaps, 
they look sort of ashamed and ask, how do 
you stop the jump!? It isn’t easy. Lots of 
practice without firing a shot, changing grip 
location, grip pressure, finger location, etc.

Some guns jump more than others. A rare 
few don’t jump at all! My Miller-DeHaas sin- 
gle shot action has no perceptible jump with 
a 36X scope; can’t say that for my bolt guns. 
The jump is part of the rifle mechanism; a re- 
mote release won't cure it. Careful gripping 
or modifying of the action can help. 

What’s most important is being aware 
that the very expensive rifle sitting on top of 
the solid set of bags may be jumping twice 
the distance of the group size you’re aiming 
for. We all know the scenario where four 
shots go in one hole, the pressure builds to 
be careful on the last shot — andit goes out! 
After dry firing, you will know why. You 
changed your position or tension on the 
weapon as things got better. The jump was 
still there, but in a different direction; or, ne- 
gated, which could be worse. 

Now, all your gunsmiths are mad at me 


because they don’t build guns that jump. 

Dave, try it — you aren't going to like it! 
Weare not talking harmonics, sine waves or 
other far-out physics. That trigger is releas- 
ing a fast-moving striker that comes to a 
rather quick stop. Depending on the center 
of gravity, mass, etc., lots of things begin 
rattling. Why most guns do as well as they 
do is amazing. 

By dry firing, the shooter can see how he 
can be a factor in controlling this jump, to 
make it uniform, or cancel it, by just altering 
his grip, pressure, etc., until he gets the re- 
sults he wants. | have to dry fire some of my 
rifles several times before loading in order to 
locate the grip for best results. It does pay 
off.

Well, Top Secret Government Proj- 
ect #47 was approved, and here’s what 
happened: wanted to make a slightly differ- 
ent arbor, so! started with a 3/8” dia. x 3” Ig. 
dowel pin. These are generally made from 
S.A.E. #8620 chromium alloy steel, then 
case hardened. The thing is, the smaller di- 
ameter pins end up getting hardened 
through, instead of just a case, or surface 
hardening sooo . . . you can end up grinding 
the pilot end down from 3/8 to .224, or even 
.172, and never run into soft material. | only 
went this route, because with the equip- 
ment | had available, it seemed easier to 
grind down a pre-hardened pin than turn 
one, heat treat, then polish one made from 
tool steel. Had | not had so many cases to 
turn (actually, over 2000 of them, in several 
calibers) then simply turning and polishing

one out of mild steel would have been suffi- 
cient. Dimensions for this arbor are shown 
in Fig. B. 

In operation, the 3/8” dia. end, sticking 
out of the turning tool proper, is held in the 
drill press chuck, and turns preferably about 
150-200 r.p.m. with the Sinclair turning 
head clamped on it in normal fashion. Since 
the corners of this aluminum-bodied tool are 
nicely radiused and chamfered, operator 
safety is quite satisfactory and | felt no dan- 
ger to my appendages, even working within 
an inch of touching this thing while running. 
The case, held in the holding clamp, is push- 
ed onto the rotating arbor from underneath, 
into the cutting head, then pulled off. | like to 
push them on sort of fast, kind of like I’m try- 
ing to “cut threads” on the case neck, then 
pull them off the arbor slowly, actually mak- 
ing my feed cut on the down stroke. | sup- 
pose it would work pretty slick to hold the 
case in a table-mounted Forster/Bonanza 
collet affair (or something similar) and bring 
the cutter head down ONTO THE CASE, in- 
stead. 

Just a drop of case lube on the arbor pilot 
for each case is necessary. The tapered end 
will help to smear it evenly upon insertion. | 
like to use the new RCBS case lube, since it 
is water soluble, although a more h.d. lube is 
by far preferable, if you don’t mind the extra 
cleaning afterward. 

The reader will note that my arbor has a 
.0005 back taper on it. This is intentional, 
since | designed it to make the finish cut on 
the down or “off” stroke. Constant tension 
of the neck can thus be easily achieved, as-

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suring consistency of neck thickness fea- 
tures. The burnishing effect on the inside of 
the neck is absolutely beautiful. | just hope 
there is not an undesirble amount of work 
hardening on the necks, derived of the 
aforementioned burnishing. 

| achieved best results with the arbor pilot 
NOT polished TOO smooth. Actually, a 
VERY miniscule removal of material, or 
“dusting” of the inside of the neck will even 
out the surface more accurately than mere 
burnishing will. With the use of the right lu- 
bricant, proper speed and feed, you don’t 
even need to worry about galling, brass 
dust buildup, or other little bugaboos that 
can cause a man to drink. 

| have experienced absolutely NO prob- 
lems of this type in my neck turning endeav- 
ors. Of my first batch of 1000 cases (R-P 
.222 Rem. Mag.) 1 was missing, 2 were de- 
fective, and 10 of them | turned undersize 
(read: “screwed-up”, actually not really ru- 
ined, just .0002 dia. smaller than the objec- 
tive | had been trying for) in learning how to 
set my turning head for a particular size, 
leaving me with 987 potentially good cases 
to be fire formed (with blank loads), |.C.C. 
unit tested, and sorted into batches. 

Of the 987, case neck uniformity is less 
than .0001 on each case, and the difference 
between the thick side of the thickest neck 
to the thin side on the thinnest is .0002, giv- 
ing me a neck diameter throughout the 
whole batch varying a maximum of .0003 2 
from smallest to largest! Although | or the 
others who will be using this brass can’t 
possibly fully utilize benchrest accuracy in 
the game fields of rodent safari, | had an 
overpowering inclination that at least sever- 
al people may like to hear of the gratifying 
experience | have had, in light of making 
their job of duplicating neck sizes for, say, a 
tight neck gun, which is partly in tool modifi- 
cation, and partly method. If my writing has 
no value to you, dear reader, I'll honestly not 
be offended even if you used it for lining the 
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bottom of the canary’s cage, as | am (con- 
trary to family opinion) really, pretty good 
natured. 

It was decided that | also would refine the 
cutter adjustmen on the head just a bit, also 
develop a sensitive method by which | could 
“bump” the cutter in, by increments of .0001 
or so. See Fig. C. 

Asecond 10-32 set screw was added ina 
position that would allow me to have both 
screws on the cutter, throughout the adjust- 
ment range that | would be using the tool for. 
First, the common practice of primary ad- 
justment using shim stock is exercized. This 
can be procured at any auto parts store, 
sold as “feeler gauges”, usually in sizes 
from .0015 up to .025 thick, in increments of 
.001 inch. | like to buy these, along with 
other fine firearms gadgetry, at a quaintlittle 
place down the street known as “Gun-Shop 
Auto Parts”. 

First, make sure screws #2C and #3C 
are snug on the cutter bit. (See Fig. C). Next, 
tighten screw #1C against cutter bit with 
very slight pressure. Leave it there. Loosen 
screw #3C and just barely snug it down, 
then loosen #2C and tighten, followed by 
tightening of #3C. Make atrial cuton acase 
and repeat adjustment procedure as neces- 
Sary. 

By using this method of utilizing slight ma- 
terial distortion of cutter head body and set 
screw #1C, you will find that playing with 
the set screws a bit will usually yield an ad- 
justment of .0001 inch when the proper feel 
is obtained and screw-bumping sequence is 
followed. 

It's worth mentioning that | had to take a 
couple cuts on my first several “good” 
cases before the size | wanted was ob- 
tained. | would only cut each “set-up” case 
once regardless of the fact that it still was 
not down to the size | wanted. This was 
done until the right size was obtained, then | 
went back and recut all the so-called “set- 
up” cases. | could find absolutely no size dif- 
ference between cases that had been re-cut 
and fresh cases that were cut only once. | 
attribute this mainly to the fact that the case 


necks were at least .002” press fit on the 
arbor, and that the arbor has a very slight 
back taper on it. In theory, the case should 
press over the taper, spring back slightly to 
remain a press fit on the small end, and 
maintain a very uniform press fit as it is 
drawn slowly down and off the arbor in the 
back-turning operation. 

| also ground a .045 radius on the N.T. 
tool cutter bit. Actually, | made my own bit 
from tungsten carbide, and ground the half 
notch, .045 radius, end clearance, side, and 
back clearance angles all in one set-up-on a 
little machine known as a Deckel tool grind- 
er. I’m trying to secure one of these for my 
own shop. 

The radius on the nose of the cutter is a 
real help in two ways: 1) You can use a fast- 
er feed on the tool, thereby saving consider- 
able time; 2) You can blend the neck diame- 
ter into the neck/shoulder junction just 
BEAUTIFULLY, rectifying any sharp corner 
problem. Existing steel cutter bits may easi- 
ly be radius-ground by hand. 

| have heard and seen so much regarding 
the removal or shortening of the plunger- 
type ejector springs so prevalent on today’s 
firearms, but have yet to hear anyone 
broach a statement on CHANGING the 
spring to a lighter one. This is one modifica- 
tion to the gun, easily and economically 
done, which really slickens up the operation 
of the gun. 

It is high time the lowly ejector receive 
scrutiny. As with the advent of the cone bolt 
to facilitate faster feeding, progress in our 
modern world generally conveys some form 
of time savings, or “convenience” to us. 
Well, I’ve stumbled onto a neat little gun- 
smithing aid which has recieved meritorious 
report by all recipients of said modification. 
I’ve not heard a statement of its widespread 
use, hence will take, as it were the bull by the 
horns (or for those of you on the rugged 
western plains; “take the badger by the rat- 
tlesnake”) and crawl out from under the 
sagebrush to proclaim this humble mes- 
sage to the greater shooting world. 

After removing the original spring, a new 
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one is selected from lighter coil spring stock 
and usually cut LONGER than the original. 
Make sure you select a light enough spring 
to enable you to do this, as the action of the 
working plunger will be much more reliable 
and consistent if the length is correct, re- 
gardless of how light a spring you choose to 
install. 

| would here kindly ask the reader to ex- 
cuse the display of effrontery, as | have 
done much experimenting with these so- 
called lesser functions of firearms. Make 
sure ejector plunger has light radius to meet 
or pass below tangent point, see Fig. D. In- 
stall spring and plunger. You should easily 
be able to depress plunger with your pinky. 

Have you ever tried to press in the plunger 
of a factory gun? Did you resort to finally 
using an arbor press? Did you end up put- 
ting a permanent bend in the handle of same 
press doing such? Most ejector plunger 
springs have sufficient force to knock out a 
20mm cannon round! 

Experiment a little bit with which spring 
length works best for you, then do some 
deburring and polishing on the ends of the 
spring and possibly the plunger, and extrac- 
tor as well. Then you are in business. 

| like my cases to just sort of “fall” out of 
the gun. They are so easy to catch when 
propelled by a light spring; seems much 
quicker than digging into the loading port all 
the time. | have even been able to place the 
open lid of my MTM-100 ammo box under 
the gun so my blood-stained dogging deuce 
drops all its empties neatly into said lid while 
practicing at the bench. | have been able to 
detect no damage done from dropping the 
cases that short distance. Of course, | pad- 
ded the ammo box cover with foam rubber. 

Depending on several factors such as 
gun design, fit, finish, extractor pressure, 
and a myriad of miniscule features found in 
the bolt face, you MIGHT even be able to 
come up with operation such as my Ruger 
77-V in .220 Swift has. (Doesn’t everyone 
have one of these, Emma?) Where the car- 
tridge will just lay nicely in the bolt until you 
bump it against the bolt stop. Then the case 
merely falls out of the gun, just barely clear- 
ing the stock. Sometimes the little things in 
life seem so pleasant. 

The spring that | use for 9 out of 10 jobs 
can be found in spring assortment #69, 
available from Brownell’s Inc. for under 
$9.00. There are 2, 12 inch lengths of “just 
the right one” in this assortment. Order 
number is #025-069-000. They can be 
reached at (515) 623-5401 for information 
to obtain a catalog or whatever. 

By this time, the old drill press had gath- 
ered about a month’s worth of dust, so | in- 
domitably set forth to further its usefulness. 
Wanted to try power primer pocket uniform- 
ing. This is what we came up with: take a 
piece of drill rod so as just to fit inside the 
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Case (actually, you'll be lucky if you can find 
a size closer to bullet diameter than .008 un- 
dersize) file, grind, or polish a full radius on 
one end, and hold the other end in your drill 
press vise. | use an inverted drill chuck 
mounted on a steel plate which in turn, is 
clamped to the drill press table. 

The rod is placed in this inverted chuck. 
Center this rod affair with the drill press spin- 
dle with whatever means you have: indicate 
it, eyeball it, etc. Now use the previously 
mentioned case holding tool, such as the 
one that comes with some of the popular 
neck turning tools like the Sinclair. Clamp 
case in it and drop inverted case over rod. 
Mount primer pocket tool, such as the 
Whitetail, in drill press chuck and bring 
down into primer pocket at slow r.p.m. Say, 
100 or so. 

The manufacturer does not recommenda 
power application of their tool, but results 
can be very fine indeed if the chips are 
cleared out and the tool not allowed to clog 
up. With some makes and lots of brass, 
there is less material to remove so chip clog- 
ging is not always evident. | like to see the 
shiny head of the case KNOWING that | 
brought the tool to proper depth with each 
case. 

| recall a while back, Bud Salyer’s article 
on shooting stress. | can imagine this being 
a far more serious state of affairs with a 
competition shooter than it is with a pest 
eradicator such as myself, but it sure is diffi- 
cult to pop the rats after little sleep and long 
driving, this coupled with a hard week of 
preparations for the trip. This usually entails 
the assembly of a varmint rifle or two at the 
last minute after having worked on them for 
some reason or another. This also usually 
entails frantic, last minute load development 
(i.e. something new | just GOTTA try!) and 
development of nasty habits like indiges- 
tion, gas, ulcer, and a couple years ago, a 
small bout with the dreadful, nastiest plague 
of them all: flinch. Must have been all that 
coffee. Although an easy problem to rectify, 
it was found, in this particular instance, a 
simple aid was available to speedily remedy 
my nervous condition. 

Though | had never held high esteem for 
handguns, they can be a very useful tool in 
relieving stress. Just go down to the range 
once in a while and blast tension away. 
Handguns are, for me, very difficult to con- 
trol, thus requiring a different form of con- 
centration than rifles. Found that since tak- 
ing interest in this type of activity, | feel more 
relaxed; cool in handling a rifle (maybe not 
much BETTER, but cool). | sincerely hope 
that my mentioning this does not seem silly 
in a magazine of this ultimate caliber, but 
holy smokes, Bullwinkle — a guy needs alit- 
tle therapy once in a while to keep his nerves 
from getting the best of him. 

One last item that this writer would care 


to mention is a practice | feel is very impor- 
tant. Itinvolves a simple habit | once learned 
from an old German master toolmaker and | 
have NEVER, EVER heard mention of it 
anywhere. The name of the game is thread 
locking compound. After having heard so 
much about scope mounts and rings com- 
ing loose, | remain stymied as to why this 
should ever happen. The problem lies in the 
fact that one of a multitude of various 
Loctite® agents is used. Don’t get me 
wrong — | have used and will continue to 
use many of their fine products at home and 
in the shop, but never let a drop of it on any 
scope mounting job. There are Loctite prod- 
ucts that will guarantee a permanent scope 
mounting job, but that’s just what they are 
. .. PERMANENT. Should you ever wish to 
remove such scope or mounts from such re- 
ceiver — rots of ruck, roundeye! 

The secret lies in using the elasticity of the 
mounting screws and rings, bases, receiv- 
ers in conjuction with the available friction 
on the flanks of the screw threads. You 
can’t simply assemble them dry, since gall- 
ing may occur, and the tremendous friction 
created on the interface of screw threads 
(when dry) is more than sufficient to twist 
your Allen wrench while creating, at the 
same time, a screw that is overly tight, yet 
will not STAY tight. Galling the threads de- 
stroys thread form geometry and its useful- 
ness in remaining a functional assembly. 

It was found, therefore, the ONLY reliable 
way to affix components of this nature is to 
use a lubricant on the threads. That’s right, 
a LUBRICANT. One vital stipulation here, 
and the reader is urged to read it at least 
twice: Do not, for any reason, use any of to- 
day’s “super” lubricants for this. No Teflon, 
no graphite, no moly, no greases, or ANY- 
THING that may be regarded as a GOOD 
LUBRICANT! Period. The goal we wish to 
achieve here is to use a POOR lubricant, so

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that the flank of the screw thread is some- 
what slippery during installation, yet “dries 
out” in a short time, leaving a true, ungalled 
metal-to-metal fit where the screw is under 
a REASONABLE degree of tensile stress. 
The geometry of the thread form is thus 
maintained as it ought to be, since Neander- 
thal strength is not used or required in mak- 
ing such an assembly. 

Now the test: (for those of you who don’t 
believe me). Go back to your mounting job, 
after about an hour, and just try to loosen 
your screws. They will make the most horri- 
ble screech (something like b-rr-ee-ee-g-k!) 
that you have ever heard. It’ll darn near twist 
your Allen wrench. Funny, you say. | surely 
didn’t use half that force to put them on! | will 
say they should hold just perfectly, with a 
minimum of distortion, for at least 10 years, 
perhaps indefinitely. The oil that works best 
is the cheapest, low-grade crap MOTOR 
OIL you can find. Use S.A.E. #10, nothing 
heavier. If you any “good” lubes, (God forbid 
an E.P. type) there will be a residual film on 
the flank or interface of the threads, and it 
will not “wash out” under pressure, as it 
were, after tightening is complete. More 
than likely it will loosen up the mount in time. 
Now a loosening scope mount is one thing 
you don’t have to worry about any more — 
be it at a match, or in the game fields. 

May the good Lord keep thy wind flags ever 
still, and the mirage behind the backer!

- Concerning the use of oil as a screw tight- 
ening aid, | forgot (as usual) the mention of 
the most important part — that after the 
screws are oiled, they be violently blown off 
with an air hose so that only a slight film is on 
the screw. 

Funny, it seems as though | inadvertently 
omitted the second most important part as 
well — to thoroughly clean screws and 
holes of residual oils from the manufactur- 
er’s rust preventative. Use solvent, ace- 
tone, scotch, or any other flammable clean- 
ing agent you just happen to have lying 
around. This cleaning is also important, 
since sometime the mfg. rust preventative 
can be a bit slick. 

Geez, | hope | didn’t inadvertently omit 
postage on the first letter . . .l seem to beon 
a roll for absent-mindness!

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HOW I GOT STARTED 


Dear Dave, 

There have been several letters pub- 
lished in Precision Shooting lately wherein 
new shooters expressed a desire to get out 
there and enter their first “real” benchrest 
match. Several of these shooters felt that ei- 
ther their equipment or their ability would 
not be competitive, and expressed an opin- 
ion (or a wish) that some sort of classifica- 
tion system be set up by the IBS ... be- 
cause that would (they felt) be the 
encouragement that they needed. . . to ten- 
tatively stick their toe into the water. This ar- 
ticle is intended for those new shooters. 


My first experience with a rifle was during 
the great depression in the early 1930's. 
(Editor: Many Americans had “first experi- 
ences” with firearms in this era. Hundreds of 
stock brokers were shot .. . some repeat- 
edly . .. by people who were relatively unfa- 
miliar with the firearm that they were blast- 
ing away with). | had a used .22 caliber, 
rimfire, hammer style, single shot Stevens 
rifle. | was a young boy then, and loved to 
roam the hills of Western Pennsylvania on 
an afternoon of plinking with this rifle. 

Then my family moved to New Jersey in 
the late 1930’s. (Editor: Don’t blame me. 
You were free to run away from home that 
day). No more shooting until 1942. 

We had a fast basic training course in the 
army, in the state of Washington. (Editor: 
Sounds like the U.S. Army all right. Un- 
doubtedly all the Washington and Oregon 
recruits were shipped to New Jersey for 
basic training). After one trip to the rifle 
range (a 200 yard session) with our M1s, we 
were on our way to North Africa. 

| found myself a bulldozer operator in the 
Aviation Engineers. | went across North Af- 
rica, Italy, and Corsica with this outfit. They 
were looking for volunteers for paratroop- 
ers before D-Day. | volunteered, took my 
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by

training in Rome in late 1944. After we quali- 
fied with five parachute jumps we were 
given a choice of branch of service that we 
wished to go into . . . infantry, artillery, engi- 
neers or medics. As | was interested in more 
advanced infantry training, | selected infan- 
try. The following day | was shipped, via 
train and boat, to southern France as a re- 
placement with the 517th Parachute Infan- 
try Regiment, which was already in the front 
lines, near Italy’s border. | got more ad- 
vance infantry training all right ... it was 
called The Battle of the Bulge, and the Inva- 
sion of Germany. 

| came home in 1945, with a German 
Mauser Rifle, and was promptly told that 
one could not hunt in New Jersey with a rifle. 
(Editor: There’s been an awful lot of MOB- 
connected-shoot-outs, with tommy-guns 
and Uzis, in Newark and Paterson in recent 
years .. . forastate with such a Law). | kept 
the rifle for a while and eventually sold it for 
the then pricely sum of $35.00. 

Then a friend told me that one could hunt 
for woodchucks in New Jersey with a rifle. 
We got the license, along with a permit to 
hunt crows all year round. This was now in 
the mid 1960s. We each purchased a bolt- 
action .22 rimfire rifle with a 4X scope; the 
cost was about $35.00, as | recall. We didn’t 
make all that much of a dent in the wood- 
chuck population, but had some modest 
success with the crow hunting. 

In the late 1960s | purchased my first high 
power rifle. | fell in love with a Winchester 
lever action carbine in 30-30 caliber. Proba- 
bly a result of watching too many John 
Wayne western movies in my younger days. 
When the clerk in the gun store asked me 
what | planned to do with it, | wanted to hunt 
deer (out of state), and do a bit of target 
shooting at the Englishtown Range that | 
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Pleasantville, NY 10570 
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had just learned about. The clerk offered the 
opinion that the rifle would be a lot better at 
deer hunting than at target shooting. 

Feeling that the clerk was unnecessarily 
pessimistic, | purchased a set of reloading 
dies, a loading manual . . . and was off ina 
cloud of dust. | was determined to prove the 
clerk wrong, and had a lot of fun tying just 
about every possible or practical bullet- 
powder combination. Finally came the day 
when | was to shoot a one inch group at 100 
yards with this rifle, with a side mounted 4X 
scope. Those Remington round nose bul- 
lets really did the trick! Now we were ready 
to step into the big leagues; that was quite 
obvious. 

My next rifle was a Remington 700 rifle in 
22-250 caliber, with a 4x12 Redfield varia- 
ble scope on top. At last, | had my long- 
desired woodchuck rifle! My brother Joe 
and | would go to the Englishtown Range 
every Saturday morning and work up loads, 
and learn more about this accuracy shoot- 
ing game. We picked up a lot of learning ex- 
perience in both categories. 

My brother came upon some copies of a 
modest publication, Precision Shooting, 
which he loaned to me. (Editor: Note, if you 
will. . . the havoc that we bring into personal 
lives. We are NOT good people ... all we 
can do is admit it). We were starting to get 
the accuracy bug. 

| went with Joe to Bob Hart’s shop and 
store in Pennsylvania. He purchased a used 
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P-CHEC DIE!: Merrill Martin's Cast Bullet 
(CB) accuracy gadget is now available to you. 
Die set cuts disks from LDPE plastic (2500/ 
hr). Also square- seats disk into loaded case’s 
mouth, prior to seating CB. Handmade to 


your specs. Provide: necklength, max neck 
O.D. (expanded), & CB diameter. They seal all 
gas leakage around CB, permitting high ve- 
locity and accuracy for both plain and check- 
based CBs. Cost is $51, including die set, 
cutter-base, and good instructions.

“Only a benchrester has the skill to set 
world class CB records.”

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40XBR rifle in 6x47 caliber, with a 20X 
Lyman scope. Bob and Wally Hart talked to 
us for hours, answering our questions 
about loading and shooting. We hungrily ab- 
sorbed the answers to our many questions. 
We were greatly impressed; here we were 
actually talking to the guys that we read 
about in Precision Shooting. 

“Why don’t you come to a match?” Bob 
Hart asked. We cautiously agreed to do so 
... but only to watch. “Bring a gun, and 
shoot,” he said. We still were a bit hesitant 
about actually competing in a match. Al- 
though, in practice, brother Joe was shoot- 
ing increasingly better with his 6x47. 

A bit later we heard about the Snow Ball 
League that was starting it’s 1972 winter 
season in Millerton, New York. We went, 
taking our guns, but lacked the nerve to 
take them out of the car. We mainly went to 
see how a match was run, what in the world 
a “relay” might be, etc, etc. We took spot- 
ting scopes, and watched the groups of sev- 
eral shooters as they formed. John Dewey, 
who ran the Snow Ball League, urged us to 
shoot, saying that it’s no big deal. 

Well, the next match we came again, but 
this time to shoot. Brother Joe had his 6x47, 
and | had my 22-250 factory rifle with a 4x12 
Redfield scope for this first match. | shot in 4 
out of the 8 total matches in that winter 
league, and was the only gun on line with a 
factory barreled stock rifle. (See enclosed 
photo). | enjoyed every minute of it, even 
when | was freezing my butt off. | did not end 
up in last place in any of the matches. 

| purchased a Lyman Super Targetspot 
scope to replace the 4x12 Redfield, and 
used it in the last three matches. 

My goal was more modest than seeing 
how many trophies | could win. Quite a bit 
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more modest. | set out to see how many 
shooters | could beat. If | was 3rd, 4th, or 5th 
from the bottom. . .| was satisfied; | wasn’t 
in last place. 

Now that | had my feet wet in benchrest 
shooting, and that spring | went out and pur- 
chased a new 40XBR 10% pound 6x47. | 
chose the 1012 pound version so that | could 
compete in any of the varmint classes. As | 
recall, | paid about $285.00 for that rifle. The 
new gun laws were then in effect, and | had 
the rifle shipped to a New Jersey gunsmith, 
one Bob White. When | went to pick it up, | 
had a free two hour session on the topics of 
loading and shooting for accuracy. 

| competed in three registered benchrest 
matches that summer. One at Fassett, PA; 
one at Council Cup; and the third match was 
at Stittsville, Ontario, Canada. This was the 
IBS 200-300 yard Championship; the first 
ever held in the IBS. 

| didn’t set the world afire at either Council 
Cup or Fassett in 1972. On the other hand, 
to look at the bright side of things, | was in- 
creasingly distancing myself from the bot- 
tom spot. 

In Canada | won the light varmint 200 
yard stage with an aggregate that turned 
out to be a new Canadian record for that 
class and distance. | was on cloud nine, a 
first place finish in a big match in my first 
year of competition! | never once thought 
that | was not able to compete with all the 
fancy guns on the line. | simply enjoyed 
shooting and competing. 

In 1973 four of us drove from New Jersey 
to Skiatook, Oklahoma just to compete in 
the very first Super Shoot. We sure didn’t 
expect to win (and we didn’t). To me, it was 
an honor to compete along side so many of 
the great names. 

One shooter that | know well, Andy Fazio, 
has been in last place probably more than 
any other shooter in IBS history. About five 
years ago Andy was having gun problems 
at a match at Jackson, New Jersey, in the 
200 yard stage. | loaned him my light var- 
mint rifle, and his final three groups with this 
borrowed rig went something like a .400, a 
.500, anda .600 (not exact, obviously). That 
.400 beat me out for the small group award 
at the yardage. Andy thanked me from here 
to Kingdom Come, and only recently took 
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my advice and switched to the 6PPC car- 
tridge. He loves to shoot and compete, re- 
gardless of how well he does. 

In the earlier years of my benchrest shoot- 
ing | simply could not afford to have a com- 
plete custom gun made for me. A lot of 
shooters such as myself, under these cir- 
cumstances, would attempt to compensate 
for this little failing by doing a lot of the work 
themselves ... tasks such as stocking, 
bedding, and painting. We would buy a 
good custom barrel, and leave the cham- 
bering to a qualified gunsmith. We altered 
and shaped woodstocks by adding pieces 
of wood to both sides of the stock, and 
made quite serviceable hunter class guns. 
My best .308 heavy varmint class benchrest 
rifle was based ona sleeved Remington 600 
action. To be exact, my equipment list 
would show a GWP sleeved Remington ac- 
tion. Whereupon everyone asks... “What 
the heck is a GWP sleeve?”. Galvanized 
water pipe, of course! | took a 1%” galva- 
nized water pipe, and with a hacksaw, drill, 
grinder, and file ... made my own sleeve. 
You could buy your own sleeve for about 
$45.00 back than, but it was more fun to 
make my own. | drilled out a series of holes 
for the loading port, and after breaking out 
the piece, | used the file. | glued the action 
into the sleeve, and glued the sleeved action 
into a $75.00 fiberglass stock. | won quite a 
few matches with this rig, including picking | 
up a check at one of the Super Shoots in 
Ohio for the second smallest group at 100 
yards (a .130); this in the heavy varmint 
class. The small group was a .120 that year. 
They were only giving out one trophy for 
each class and yardage. None the less, 
shortly after the end of the match, a second 
place trophy arrived in my mail box. It’s 
exact origin has never been fully explained, 
but I’m pretty sure that Skip Gordon bought 
it, out of his own pocket, and mailed it to me, 
because | was so close that year. 

Now, let’s talk a bit about this proposed 
classification system for new shooters. 
Those who have been shooting for a while 
will recall that we had a classification sys- 
tem in the hunter class several years ago. 
We carried a classification card that one’s 
score would be entered on after every

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match. If you shot a 245 score or better, you 
were in the master class. If you shot a 239- 
244 you were in the hunter class. Under 239 
you were in novice class. Later this novice 
class designation was changed to marks- 
man. A wise choice, the novice title was al- 
most belittling. On the card we followed a 
“one up, two down” rule. If you shot one 
score above your last classification you 
would move up a class for your next match. 
If you twice-in-a-row shot lower scores than 
your classification, then you moved down 
one class. In most cases the experienced 
shooters elected to shoot in the master 
class on a voluntary basis. One had that op- 
tion when registering for the match. Turn- 
outs were never that great, and it was ahas- 
sle how to award trophies for the one or two 
beginners. 

| remember on of the hunter nationals, 
held that year at Dauphine, PA, back in the 
1970s. One single “marksman” won all of 
the first place trophies for that class, and 
every match winner medal . . . because he 
was the only one competing in that class. 
Because of the lack of 200 yard ranges 
back then we fired the 100 yard stage twice, 
over two days. The shooter won 12 match 
winner medals, first place keeper trophy for 
the 2 days, plus the traveling plaque given 
by the IBS for the national win. All he had to 
do was show up. . .he was the only shooter 
in the class. But one has to ask . . . was this 
an achievement that he could be proud of 
? 

Yet in the meantime the varmint classes 
were prospering with no classification sys- 
tem.

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Today, in score shooting, the classes 
have been changed. The Hunter class is 
pretty much like the original concept. . . ten 
pound, 30-30 case capacity (minimum), 
6mm or larger bore size and a 6X scope. 
The Varmint Hunter is pretty much the 
same, with no caliber or case capacity rule. 
Varmint for score is the third class, where 
one uses the light varmint or heavy varmint 
rigs (your choice, the rules allow the 13/2 
pound gun) that one uses in group shooting. 
What gets the largest number of entrants in 
score shooting? By far and away, the 13% 
pound varmint for score class! 

| have brought many new shooters into 
benchrest shooting . . .by shooting at public 
ranges. Frequently a shooter on a nearby 
bench, looking through his scope at the 
groups that you are shooting, will begin to 
ask questions . . . about your gun and your 
loading methods. 

| have always answered their questions 
to the best of my ability, thinking back to my 
early days ... when Bob Hart, Wally Hart, 
John Dewey, Bob White and many others 
took the time to answer my questions. In 
this sport, some come and stay . . . others 
come and go. 

My personal belief is to doubt that a clas- 
sification system would help to bring in new 
shooters. There just are not enough of them 
at one time, in one area, to warrant this. You 
have to start at the bottom and work your 
way up with experience, as | did. 

Back in the 1960s | remember reading 
about Ferris Pindell in the pages of Precision 
Shooting. Back before | thought | would 
have the nerve to ever actually enter 
benchrest competition. At this past Super 
Shoot it was an honor to load with him. | was 
also involved in the past few years, with Dr. 
Palmisano, in helping to develop loads and 
test guns for the U.S. Olympic teams. 
These two men developed the PPC car- 
tridge. In my wildest dreams | never thought

that all this would happen to me some day. 
But ... it took 18 years for me to get this 
far. 

For the would-be new shooter, thinking 
about entering benchrest | can only say... 
come out and rub elbows with the good 
shooters. There will be, at any good-sized 
match there will be several other new shoot- 
ers, just starting out, just like you. It willbe a 
thrill to see the shooters that you only read 
about. If you have intelligent questions to 
ask, almost all of them will answer shooting 
or loading questions cheerfully. 

It’s amatter of what your burning desire is 
at the moment. If you want to see the big 
name shooters, and learning is important to 
you, come to one or more of the Big Three 
... The Super Shoot, The IBS Nationals, or 
the NBRSA Nationals. If winning a trophy in 
1990 is your “thing”, there are many local, or 
even regional, matches that you should con- 
sider. 

If you live in the IBS neck of the woods, 
the northeast, and you are still uneasy 
about your first match, consider one of the 
winter leagues . . . Jackson (New Jersey), 
Dunhams Bay, Fassett, Camillus, and oth- 
ers. Don’t forget, when the wind blows, it is 
the equalizer among all shooters. If you feel 
that your equipment will be inferior to the 
others .. . let me assure you that when the 
March winds start really moving around at 
some of these winter matches, slight equip- 
ment superiority means NOTHING! That's 
when we find who can shoot in the wind . . . 
and who can't! 

It takes experience to shoot well. The 
only way to learnis by competing, and learn- 
ing the little tricks of loading, gun handling, 
and reading the conditions. That’s what it’s 
all about. 

And if it’s of any final reassurance to you 
...inmy 18 years of shooting benchrest. . . 
unless the situation was honestly humorous 
(and there’s a lot of that) ... I've never... 
repeat, never ... seen a newcomer with 
problems laughed at. Indeed newcomers 
with problems tend to draw a crowd... all 
trying to help. (Editor: I’ve been wondering 
why there was always a crowd around my 
loading area at matches).

The IBS Championships for 1989 started 
with the Heavy Bench class, held at the 
Painted Post range on August 21st and 
22nd, a Monday and Tuesday. The Painted 
Post range is a meter range, set up to those 
standards when everyone knew that the 
U.S. was going over the meter system. As 
we now know, with a bit of hindsight, the 
U.S. decided to heck with that idea, and 
continued on the yardage system. Why are 
we telling you this dull history? Well, it is rel- 
evant ... because the heavy bench class 
was shot, and scored, on a meter basis, but 
when they computed the four gun calcula- 
tion, they had to convert the heavy bench 
class figures to minute of angle. This will ex- 
plain the discrepancy in some figures for 
you demon statistics-checkers. It will also 
save a dozen calls to the editor, telling him 
that he really goofed things up. 


CHARLES HUCKUBA, who won the un- 
limited class at this year’s NBRSA Nation- 
als, and who found himself very much in the 
running for 1989 Benchrest Shooter of the 
Year, came to the IBS Nationals to give it his 
best shot. Mr. Huckuba lives in Texas, 
which is just down the road from Painted 
Post. Tongue-in-cheek comments of this 
nature aside, knowing the individual idio- 
syncrasies of the Painted Post range are a 
great help to doing well there (it has a couple 
thousand idiosyncrasies that we know of; 
several thousand more are suspected). 
None the less, Mr. Huckuba almost carried 
it off, with a win at 100 meters, a fourth at 
200 meters, and aclose second in the grand 
agg. RUSS BOOP got in the way, with a 
third place at 100 meters, and a win at 200 
meters. Enough to nose out Huckuba in the 
grand agg, .3154 to .3212. BILL 
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FORRESTER, a hot shooter of the big gun 
from the great state of Kentucky (that’s also 
just down the road from Painted Post) fin- 
ished third in the class. Perhaps the out- 
standing accomplishment of the entire 
match (heck, maybe of the decade) was 
when PS columnist Rick Hornbeck fought 
and clawed his way to a second place finish 
at 100 meters. That set off rioting in the 
streets of Pine Bush, New York that went on 
unchecked until the governor finally called 
out the National Guard, with shoot-to-kill or- 
ders. A couple of times it was feared that the 
rioters were going to storm the general 
store . . . but fortunately, cooler heads pre- 
vailed. Nice goin’, Colonel. And no, you can- 
not have a raise for 1990. Very well, prepare 
your official protest in triplicate. And keep all 
three copies.

TEMPORARY RULES 
PASSED FOR 1989 


The following rules were passed as rules 
to be used on a one year trial basis in 
1989: 

1. Change the format of the annual meeting 
to include workshops, seminars, instruc- 
tional programs, etc. 

2. Execute four year moratorium on all rule 
changes to begin on January 15, 1989 
(during this moratorium the executive 
board will be able to make any rule 
changes it deems necessary in order to 
carry out the business of the corpora- 
tion). Considerable discussion was held 
concerning this item. Some believed that 
the power of the Exec Board was in- 
creased. It was explained by Past Presi- 
dent Jim Borden that the Board already 
has the power that is called out in the 
Agenda Item. It was reiterated there to 
clarify that emergency situations can be 
handled during a Rules of Competition 
change moratorium. Members will be 
able to continue to participate in the An- 
nual Meeting and in fact have a broader 
opportunity to express their opinions 
and implement solutions to increase par- 
ticipation in the sport. 

3. Adopt the following safety rule: All smok- 
ing is prohibited in any area that is used 
for communal loading at all IBS regis- 
tered matches. Any violation of this safe- 
ty rule will be grounds for automatic dis- 
qualification. Dan Rassier made a 
motion to table this agenda item to a 
committee until the next Annual Meeting 
with a second from Randy Fritz.

Allreferees at all IBS registered matches 
must be IBS members in good standing. 
Adopt the following changes: Re-word 
rule book #8, sec.Ill B, paragraph 2) to 
read: The host club shall forward to the 
headquarters of IBS, within four weeks 
of the tournament, all registration cards 
together with a registration fee of one 
dollar ($1.00) per day. 


. Adopt the following changes: Reword 


rule book #8, Sec.Ill C paragraph 2) to 
read: A registration fee of fifteen dollars 
($15.00) for each days course of fire in 
championships tournaments is the maxi- 
mum fee approved. If both stages or two 
classes are fired in one day an additional 
fee of seven dollars and fifty cents 
($7.50) may be charged. Host clubs of 
championship tournaments must pro- 
vide participation patches. 


. Adopt the following: All agenda items 


must be submitted to the agenda item 
committee no later than August 1, prior 
to the annual meeting. 


. Complete the update of rule book #8 by 


adding the IBS Bylaws starting with Arti- 
cle 1 page 3 thru Article XXI page 46 of 
rule book #7 after doing do dissolve all 
previous issues of the rule book. IBS, at 
a fee, will make the updated rule book 
available to all members and clubs. Edna 
Kraus made a motion to accept this 
agenda item with a second from Dan 
Rassier. The motion was accepted. A 
committee consisting of Dennis Collins, 
Dan Rassier and Roger Gower will do 
this. 


. Adopt the following safety rule: At no 


time after the registered tournament has 
begun will any person, other than range 
personnel or referees be permitted down 
range until that course of fire for the day 
has been completed. Any person violat- 
ing this safety rule will be automatically 
disqualified.
